ASSEMBLT   OF  JAMAICA. 


THE  members  of  the  aflembly  being  met,  according  to  proclamation,  Mr.  White- 
horne  waited  on  hisjionour  the  lieutenant-governor,  and  acquainted  him  there- 
with ;  and  foon  after  the  honourable  John  Scott,  George  Crawford  Ricketts,  and 
John  Rodon,  efquires,  members  of  his  majefty's  council,  attended  by  their  clerk,  came  to 
the  houfe,  and  adminiftered  the  ufual  oaths  to  the  members,  who  took  the  fame,  and  made 
and  fubfcribed  the  declaration,  and  took  and  fubfcribed  the  oath  of  abjuration,  according  to 
the  laws  made  for  thofe  purpofes,  and  alfo  took  the  oath  required  to  be  taken  by  an  a£l  of 
tliis  ifland,  entitled,  "  An  a£l  to  repeal  two  feveral  afts,  the  one  entitled,  '  An  aft  to  fe- 
cure  the  freedom  of  eleftions,  and  direfting  the  proceedings  in  the  choice  of  members  to 
ferve  in  aflemblies  of  this  ifland  ;  to  qualify  perfons  elefted  to  ferve  in  future  aflemblies  of 
this  ifland  ;  and  to  afcertain  who  fliali  be  deemed  mulattoes  for  the  future  and  tlie  other 
entitled,  '  An  aft  for  explaining,  amending,  and  rendering  more  efreftual,  "  An  aft  to 
fecure  the  freedom  of  eleftions,  and  direfting  the  proceedings  in  the  choice  of  members  to 
ferve  in  aflTemblies  of  this  ifland  ;  to  qualify  perfons  elefted  to  ferve  in  future  aflemblies  of 
this  ifland ;  and  to  afcertain  who  ftiall  be  deemed  mulattoes  for  the  future  ;  and  for  pre- 
venting the  fraudulent  praftice  of  multiplying  votes  at  the  eleftions  of  members  to  ferve  in 
the  aflembly  of  this  ifland  ,"  and  to  fecure  the  freedom  of  eleftions,  and  direfting  the  pro- 
ceedings in  the  choice  of  members  to  ferve  in  afliemblies  in  this  ifland  ;  to  qualify  perfons 
elefted  to  ferve  in  future  aflemblies  of  this  ifland  ;  and  to  afcertain  who  fliall  be  deemed  mu- 
lattoes for  the  future  ;  and  to  prevent  the  fraudulent  praftice  of  multiplying  votes  at  the 
eleftion  of  members  to  ferve  in  aflTemblies  of  this  ifland :" 
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An-j  then  the  faid  mc.nbsrs  of  the  council  informed  the  houfc,  his  honour  had  ordered 
thcin  to  direcl  the  houfe,  in  his  majefty's  nanae,  to  proceed  to  ths  choice  of  a  fpeaker,  im- 
mediately. 

Then  the  houfe  unanimoufly  chofe  the  honourable  William  Elake,  efquire,  their  fpeaker ; 
who  being  conduced  to  the  chair, 

Ordered,  That  Mr.  Chief-Juftice  and  Mr.  Cuthbert  attend  his  honour  the  lieutenant- 
governor,  and  acquaint  him,  that  the  houfe  have  made  choice  of  a  Ireaker.  and  defirc 
to  know  when  they  lhall  attend  his  honour  to  prefeut  him,  who  returning,  reported  his  ho- 
nour was  pleafed  to  fay,  immediately : 

Whereupon,  the  whole  houfe  attended  his  honour,  in  the  council-chamber ;  when 
Mr.  Speaker  addrefled  his  honour  in  the  following  manner: 

"  May  it  please  your  honour, 
"  Conformably  to  your  honour's  diredion,  fignified  in  his  majef^y's  name,  and  aj!;reea- 
bly  to  the  ancient  ufage  and  cuftom  of  parliament,  the  houfe  have  proceeded  to  the  choice 
of  a  fpeaker,  and  have  conferred  that  honour  upon  me;  but,  ho.vever  partially  thev  may 
have  afted  on  this  occafion,  confcious  of  my  own  iiiaSilitv  todifcharge  the  duties  in  a  man- 
ner becoming  fo  important  an  office,  I  am  in  hopes  yoar  hoiiojr  will  afford  the  houfe  ano- 
ther opportunity  of  making  a  more  proper  choice,  by  direfting  them  to  proceed  to  a  new 
ele-aion." 

To  which  his  honour  made  the  following  anfwer  : 
"  Sir, 

"  I  am  exceedingly  happy  to  find,  that  the  houfe  have  made  fo  good  a  choice ;  and  I 
have  no  doubt  of  your  dilcharging  the  duties  of  that  high  and  important  office,  with  ad- 
n^antage  to  the  public,  and  credit  to  yourfelf." 

Then  Mr.  Speaker  made  the  following  demands : 

*'  Since  your  honour  is  pleafed  to  approve  the  choice  of  the  houfe,  in  their  fpeaker,  I 
am  to  demand,  in  their  name,  on  behalf  of  tljemfelves  and  their  conftituents,  that  they 
may  not,  on  any  pretence,  be  interrupted  in  the  full  exercife  of  all  thofe  ancient  rights  and 
privileges  inherent. in  them,  as  reprefentatives  of  the  people  ;  particularly, 

"  In  being  free  from  all  arrefts  whatever  in  their  perfons,  and  fuch  fervants  and  equipages 
as  arc  necelTary  for  their  attendance  on  the  bufinefs  of  the  country,  during  the  fitting  and 
continuance  of  this  alTembly  : 

«'  In  having  the  liberty  of  fpeech,  and  freedom  of  debate : 

*'  And,  in  having  accefsto  your  honour,  on  all  occafions,  as  the  reprcfentativc  of  the  king." 
To  which  his  honour  made  anfwer: 

"  You  may  depend  on  being,  at  all  times,  allowed  the  full  exercife  and  enjoyment  of 
all  juil  and  lawful  privileges  had  and  ufed  by  any  former  allcmbly." 

Mr.  Speaker  then  addrelTed  his  honour  as  follows: 

"  In 
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"  In  -.Tiy  own  behalf,  I  am  to  requeft  that  your  honour  would  not  impute  to  the  houfe 
any  errors  I  may  commit,  but  fufter  me  to  refort  to  them  for  better  inltruftion  ;  and  t'  at 
you  will  be  pleafed,  upon  all  ocailions,  to  put  the  nioft  favourable  conftruclion  on  my 
words  and  aflions." 


To  which  his  honour  replied  : 


"  I  am  under  no  apprehenfion  of  any  errors  being  committed  by  a  gentleman  of  your 
knowledge  and  experience  in  public  bufinefs:  But  you  may  depend  upon  my  always  put- 
ting the  moil  candid  and  liberal  conftruftioa  on  all  your  words  and  a£lions." 

The  houfe  being  returned,  chofe  James  Lewis,  efquire,  their  clerk,  and  Benjamin 
Lyon,  efquire,  fergeant  at  arras  : 

Whereupon,  Mr.  Cuthbert  and  Mr.  Campbell  were  ordered  to  attend  his  honour  the 
lieutenant-governor,  and  deiire  that  the  clerk,  and  fergeant  at  arms,  might  be  fworn;  who 
returning,  reported,  they  were  fworn  accordingly. 

Then  the  houfe  chofe  the  reverend  Thomas  Warren  their  chaplain. 

The  writs  of  eleftion  for  choofing  reprefentatives  to  ferve  in  this  afiembly,  with  the  re- 
turns thereof,  having  been  fent  down  to  the  houfe,  and  read,  it  appeared  that  the  feveral  re-

George  the  third,  Ly  the  grace  of  Gcd,  of  Great-Britain,  France,  and  Ireland,  king,  and 
of  "Jamaica  lord,  defender  of  the  faith,  i^c.     To  the  provofi-marjlial-general  of  this  our 
fold  ifiand  of  Jamaica,  greeting. 
Jfliercas  vje  have  thought  fit,  by  and  ucith  the  advice  of  our  privy-ccuncil,  to  diffolve  the  late 
general  aJJ'embly,  and  to  iffue  our  royal  proclamation,  declaring  our  v.  Hi  and  plcafui  e  for  calling 
a  new  one,  as  foon  as  conveniently  may  be,  to  meet  in  the  tcvjn  of  St.  J  ago  de  la  I  ega,  in  the 
ifiand  aforcfaid,  on  PP'edncfday  the  fifth  day  of  Oiiober  next,  to  make,  conftituie,  and  ordain, 
lavjs,  Jlatutcs,  and  ordinances,  for  the  public  v:elfa>e  and  good  government  of  our  faid  if  and: 
Thefe  are  therefote  to  require  you,  to  make  publication  of  this  our  it  ill  and  pleafure,  at  the  ufual 
place,  in  the  parijli  of  St.  Catherine,  on  Friday  the  fiecona  day  of  September  next,  and  then  and 
tliere  to  proceed  to  the  elcfiion  of  three  of  the  moji  fit  and  difcreet  freeholders,  to  be  chofen  by  the 
major  part  of  the  freeholders  of  the  faid  parifi  then  and  there  prefent,  to  appear  and  fcrve  as 
their  reprefentativcs  in  the  faid  afjcmbly ;  and  ycu  are  to  fee  thai  the  faid  eleilion  be  freely  and 
indifferently  carried,  without  faftion  or  inter cfi,  and  to  make  a  due  retui  n  thereof,  immediately 
after  fuch  clcLiion,  unto  our  governor  and  council,  with  a  certificate  annexed,  under  the  hands 
.and  feals  of  the  principal  and  mofi  fufficient  freeholders  of  the  faid  parijh,  then  and  there  prefent. 
JVitnefs  the  right  honourable  Ai.EXA'S'DEK  earl  c/"  Balcarres,  lieutenant-governor  and 
commander  in  chief  in  and  over  this  cur  ifiand  of  Jamtaica,  and  the  territories  thei  eon  de- 
pending in  America,  chancellor  and  -vice-admiral  of  the  fame,  at  St.  Jago  de  la  Fega,  the 
twenty-fifth  day  of  /vgifi,  in  the  thirty  fixth  year  cf  cur  teign,  annoque  Domini  1796. 
"William  Ramsay,  CI.  Pat.  Balcarres.

Ihis  indenture,  made  in  the  full  Laili-wick  cf  the  parifi  cf  St.  Catherine,  at  the  court-hcufe 
in  the  [aid  paiijh,  on  Friday  the  fecond day  of  September,  in  the  thirty-fxth  year  of  the  reign  cf 
cur  fbvereign  lord  George  the  third,  by  the  grace  cf  Ged,  cf  Great-Britain,  France,  and  Ire- 
land, king,  and  cf  Jamaica  lord,  defender  of  the  faith,  is^c.  in  the  year  of  our  Lord  one  thoufand 
feven  hundred  and  ninety  fix,  between  George  Cuthbert,  ejquire,  provofl  marJJicl-general  cf 
the  ifiand  of  Jamaica,  of  the  one  part,  and  Lewis  Cuthbert,  George  Howel,  John  Gardner 
Afill-j^ard,  Samuel  QucneLoi cugh,  John  Mackay,  Robert  Piteairn,  Thomas  Hoicombe,  Robert 
Thotrfon,  William  Middleton  James,  Robert  J'Vaugh,  Francis  Smart,  Adam  Dolmagc,  and 
many  otiier  perfions,  elellors  cf  three  reprefentativcs  to  fci^oe  in  the  ajfembly  fpecified  in  the 
writ  to  this  indenture  affixed,  cfi  the  other  fart ;  who,  as  the  rrajcr  tart  of  t  lie  Jrceholcers  of  the 
faid  parifi  then  and  there  pi  efent,  Jiave  chcfen  Philip  Redwood,  efquire,  Samuel  tVhitehornc, 
ffquire,  and  James  Jones,  efquire,  mo/}  fit  and  difcreet  ;  giving  end  granting  unto  t fie  faid  repre- 
fentativcs full  and  fufficient  power,  for  themfelves  and  the  comtnonalty  cf  faid  parif,  to  de  end 
f:,nferit  to  thcfe  things  which,  at  the  faid  ajficmbh  in  the  faid  writ  rr.entioned,  Jfiall  he  agreed 
I'pon,  concerning  the  affiairs  in  the  faid  writ  fpecified.  In  tefiimony  wliercof  to  one  part  of  this 
ir.'Ienture,  remaining  with  our  fvcreign  lord  the  king,  the  faid  parties  have  put  their  fiands  and 
feals,  and  to  the  other  part  of  this  indenture,  the  faid  provcf-maflal  has  put  his  hand  and  fal, 
en  tf^doy,  in  the  year,  and  at  tfic  place,  above  written.

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■  The  follovviiig  rules  were  read,  and  ordered  to  be  the  ftanding  rules  of  the  houfe: 

J,  THA  T  the  ajfembly  be  fuppofcd  not  met,  except  the  fpeaker  be  prefent. 

II.  77/ .-7/  twenty-one  make  a  quorum  to  ail  as  if  all  the  members  were  prefent,  and  to  proceed 
te  ail  bujinefs. 

III.  Hiat  fcvcn  he  a  quorum  to  meet  and  adjourn  as  they  fee  convenient,  during  the  fitting  of 
the  houfe  this  fejfion^  and  to  fend for  abfent  members. 

IV.  77iai  every  member  place  himf  If  as  he  comes  in,  that  there  may  feem  no  difparity ,  the 
fpcahr  always  excepted,  who  mufi  take  the  chair. 

V.  Tliat  fuch  of  the  aft  mbly  as  Jliall  be  appointed  to  propofe  what  the  houfe  hath  to  offer  to 
thr  vrvernor,  or  to  the  commander  in  chief,  or  to  the  council,  Jhall  not  be  exempted  from  going, 
tinlefs  fuch  member  has  been  of  the  council,  or  fpeaker  of  the  affembiy. 

"^'I.  That  the  affemhb,  always  ct  rifng,  do  adjourn  from  time  to  time,  as  they  jhall  fee  it 
eenvenient  for  the  fpccdx  difpatch  of  affairs;  and  th:U  none  depart  the  houfe  without  the  fpeaker*  s 
leave,  upon  any  pretence  whatfoever. 

VII.  Ti:at  every  bill,  b  forc  it  pafs,  be  read  three  times,  with  the  amendments. 

VIII.  That  no  mcr)iher  [peak  above  twice  to  the  fame  debate,  zvithout  leave  of  the  houfe;  and 
that  none  prcfume  to  [peak  without  fanding  up,  and  addrcffing  himfelf  to  Mr.  Speaker. 

IX.  Tliat  fu:h  as  arc  appointed  of  committees  be  named  by  the  fpeaker,  and  approved  of  by 
the  houfe. 

X.  That  the  fpeaker  and  affembiy  have  p-jwer  to  imprifon  fuch  of  their  members  as  fiall 
mijhchave  themfelves,  that  all  may  be  governed  by  order  and  decency. 

XT.  Tnat  the  minutes  of  the  houfe  be  entered  fair  in  a  book  apart,  and  compared  every  morn- 
im  ;  and  that  the  books  remain  in  the  hands  of  the  Jpeaker  for  the  time  being. 

XII.  That  when  an  j  motion  is  made,  and  feconded  by  any  member,  it  fhall  be  put  to  the  vote 
'whether  the  matter  propofed  fall  be  debated. 

XIII.  Tliat,  to  prevent  any  mi funder ftanding  in  the  houfe,  no  perfon  fiall  be  liable  to  anfwer 
for  a  m.otion  made,  or  words  fpoken,  in  the  hciije,  unlefs  it  be  at  the  fume  fitting,  and  before  an 
mdjournment ;  and  that  the  houfe  receive  no  information  from  without  doors  of  words  fpoken 
•penly  in  the  houfe. 

XIV.  T^iat  the  minutes  of  the  preceding  day  hie  read  every  morning,  before  the  houfe  proceed 
to  any  bufincfs. 

X\^.  That  a  refolution  being  taken  on  any  matter  under  the  conf  deration  of  the  houfe,  in  the 
houfe,  fuch  refolution  fiall  not  be  altered  during  the  fame  fefjiom 

XVI.  Tliat  every  member  who  fall  abfent  himftlf,  without  leave  of  the  houfe  or  the  fpeaker, 
he,  without  further  order,  taken  into  cuftody ;  and  that  the  fpeaker  fiall,  and  he  is  empowered 
mnd  required  to,  fgn  luarrants  for  thofe  purpofes. 

B  XVII.  lhat 
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XVn.  That  all  perfons  who  fiall  he  ordered  into  cujlody  do  pay  to  tJie  fergeant  at  arms  a 
p'ljiole,  and  to  the  clerk  half  a  pijlole,  for  each  day  fuch  pcrfon  fiall  remain  in  cujlody;  and 
that  all  perfons  who  Jhall,  during  the  continuance  of  this  affemMy,  be  in  cujlody  at  the  time  of 
(iny  future  prorogation^  fiiall  be  taken  iiito  cujlody  at  the  next  JeJJion ;  and  that  the  fpeaker  ijfue 
his  warrcnit  accordingly. 

X^^^.  Hiat  no  committee  continue  fitting  after  the  houfe  is  met, 

XIX.  That  aiiy  pcrfon  in  cujlody,  or  under  the  cenjure  of  the  houfc,  be  not  otherwife  admitteil 
than  by  petition,  members  of  the  houfe  excepted. 

XX.  Tiat  if  any  member  of  this  houfc  Jliall  go  off  this  ijland  zvithout  leave  of  the  houfc,  if 
Jilting,  or  imthotit  acquainting  the  Jpeakcr  with  his  intention  of  fo  doing,  in  cafe  the  houfe  be  not 
fitting,  or,  having  had  leave  to  go  off  the  ijland,  fiall  not  return  within  the  time  limited  for 
fuch  leave  (unlefs  fufficient  cavfe  is  fiewn  to  the  contrary),  he  fiall  be  expelled. 

XXI.  Tliat  no  member  cf  the  honourable  the  conncil  of  this  ijland  hath  any  right  to  interfere 
In,  or  give  his  vote  in,  the  eleilion  of  any  member  to  ferve  in  this  affcmbly. 

XXIT.  That  when  the  houfe  fiall  judge  any  petition,  touching  eleflions,  to  be  frivolous  and 
vexatious,  the  houfe  will  order  fatisfafJicn  to  be  made  to  the  pcrfon  petitioned  againf. 

XXIII.  That  in  cafe  it  fiall  appear  any  pcrfon  hath  procured  himfelf  to  be  elefled  or  returned 
as  a  m<mber  of  this  houfc,  or  endeavoured  fo  to  do,  by  bribery  or  any  other  corrupt  pra£lices, 
this  houfe  will  proceed  with  the  utmojl  Jcvcrity  againf.  Juch  perjon. 

XXIV.  That  if  it  fiall  appear  any  pcrfon  has  been  tampering  with  any  witneffes,  in  rcjpefi 
of  their  evidences  to  be  given  to  this  houfc,  or  any  committee  thereof,  or,  direHly  or  indire^ly^ 
tndeavotiring  to  deter  or  hinder  any  pcrfon  from  (Appearing  or  giving  evidence,  the  fame  is  de- 
clared to  be  a  high  crime  and  mifdemcanor,  and  this  hoifc  will  proceed  with  the  utmof  feverily 
againf  fuch  offenders. 

XXV.  That  if  it  fall  appear  any  perfom  have  given  falfe  evidence  in  any  caufe  before  the 
houfe,  or  any  committee  thereof,  this  houfe  will  proceed  with  the  ulmof  feverity  againf  fuch 
offenders. 

XXVI.  That,  in  all  cafes  of  controverted  clefiions,  the  petitioners  do,  by  ihcmfelvcs  or  by 
their  agents,  within  a  convenient  time  to  be  appointed  by  the  houfe,  deliver  to  the  ftting  members, 
or  their  agents,  lifts  of  the  perfons  intended  by  the  petitioners  to  he  objeded  to,  who  voted  for  the 
fitting  members  ;  and  that  the  ftting  members  do,  by  themfelvcs  or  iheit  agents,  within  the  Jame 
time,  deliver  the  like  Ifts  on  their  parts  to  the  petitioners,  or  their  agents  ;  end  that  the  committee 
appointed  to  trs  fuch  eleciions  take  into  confdtration  all  fuch  matters  as  fiall  or  may  come  in  quef- 
tion,  touching  returns  or  elec'ions  ;  and  the  com.miitee  are  to  have  power  to  fend  for  perfons,  pa- 
pers, and  records,  for  their  information  ;  and  if  any  thing  fall  come  in  queftion  touching  the  re- 
turn  or  elcHion  of  any  member,  he  is  to  withdraw  ;  and  all  members  returned  upon  double  rclurus 
are  likcwifc  to  withdraw,  tentil  their  rejpe£live  returns  are  determined. 

XXVII.  That  when  any  thing  fall  come  in  qucfion,  touching  the  matter  of  privilege  of  av^ 
member y  he  is  to  withdraw  durnig  the  time  the  matter  is  in  debate. 
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XXVIII.  TJiat  all  perfons  ordered  to  attend  this  hotifey  or  any  committee  thereof,  are  under 
tke  proteflion  of  this  houfe,  in  coming,  Jiaying,  and  returning;  cf  which  the  provoji-marjhal 
mtd  all  other  perfons  are  to  take  notice. 

XXTX.  That  "Mhen  the  kcufe  is  going  into  a  cofnmittee  of  the  whole  houfcy  on  motion  of  any 
Kicnibcrj  and  fuch  motion  feconded^  the  doors  fJiall  be  locked,  and  the  key  laid  upon  the  table  be- 
fore the  chairman  ;  and  if  any  member  prefume  to  go  from  the  committee,  without  leave,  he  fiall 
incur  the  cenfure  of  the  hcufc. 

XXX.  That  every  member  of  this  houfe  enjoy  the  privileges  of  his  perfon  againfi  arrefls  and 
imprifonments,  in  fuch  manner  as  hath  heretofore  been  ufed  and  accuflomed,  except  in  cafes  cf 
treafon,  felony,  breach  of  the  peace,  forcible  entries,  or  forcible  detainers. 

XXXT.  lliat  no  member  of  this  hrufc  hath  any  privilege  in  regard  to  his  goods  and  chattelsy 
except  fuch  as  are  neccffary  for  his  accommodation  during  his  attendance  on  the  houfe. 

XXXII.  That  no  member  of  this  hcufe  hath  any  privilege  againfi  payment  of  any  aids,  fupplies^ 
or  taxes,  granted  for  the  ftipport  of  his  majejiys  government  of  this  ifland,  or  of  any  parijli  duties^ 

.  XXXIII.  That  the  mifreprefenting  the  proceedings  of  this  houfe  is  a  breach  of  privilege,  and 
defiru^iive  of  th:  freedom  of  the  houfe. 

XXXIV.  Tiial  to  affert  this  houfe  haih  no  power  of  commitment,  hut  of  their  vwn  members, 
tends  to  the  fuhverfon  of  the  conjlittition  of  the  houjc. 

XXXV.  That  no  perfon 'committed  for  breach  of  privilege,  by  order  of  this  houfe,  ought  to 
ie  d'.kharged  d::ring  the  feffion  of  affembly,  but  by  order  or  warrant  of  this  houfe, 

XXXVI.  That  this  houfe  will  Jtot  agree  to  any  motion  for  the  granting  of  public  money,  or  a 
report  frora  a  committee  recommending  the  grant  of  money  or  a  "Jote  of  credit,  till  fuch  motion  or 
report  has  been  made  three  days. 

XXXVII.  That  no  bill  of  a  private  nature  fhall  take  rife  in  this  hotfe  in  future,  but  by  peti- 
tion from  the  party  or  parties  def  ring  Juch  bill,  and  after  a  report  made  by  a  committee  to  be  ap* 
pointed  to  enquire  into  the  allegations  of  fuch  petition. 

XXXVIII.  Tliat  no  money  ftall  in  future  be  granted  by  this  Iroufe  for  any  new  roads,  VJith* 

6iU  a  diagram  cf  fiid  roads  be  laid  before  the  houfe. 

XXXIX.  TJiat  upon  motion  of  any  member  for  names  being  taken  down,  on  a  divifion  of  tht 
honfe,  and  the  fame  being  feconded,  the  names  JJiall  be  taken,  and  entered  on  the  minutes  accordingly^ 

Mr.  Speaker  reported,  that  the  houfe  having  attended  his  honour  the  lieutenant-gover- 
nor, in  the  council-chamber,  his  honour  was  pleafed  to  make  a  fpeech;  of  which,  Mr. 
Speaker  faid  he  had,  to  prevent  miitakeS)  obtained  a  copy ;  and  the  fame  being  read,  was 
ordered  to  be  entered,  and  is  as  foUews: 

"  Gentlemen  of  the  council, 
"  Mr.  Speaker,  and  gentlemen  of  the  assembly, 
*'  The  afpeft  of  public  affairs,  and  the  intelligence  which  I  received  of  the  Infidious  de- 
figijft  of  the  eooay,  made  me  at  one  time  apprchenlive  tliat  I  fliovUd  have  met  you  undd 
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fome  cifquietude,  and  with  the  probability  of  a  long  and  bufy  feffions;  but  more  recent 
a  1  vices  have  removed  ihofe  apprehensions;  the  danger  which  impended  has  palled  over  us  ; 
and  I  now  entertain  the  moft  pleafing  hope  and  belief,  that  nothing  cf  importance  will  oc- 
cur to  difturb  the  qv.iet  and  happioefs  of  this  colony,  or  to  prolong  your  deliberations  be- 
vond  the  ufual  period.  Do  not,  however,  fink  into  repofe  through  implicit  confidence 
in  voi;r  prefent  fecuritv  ;  vigilance  and  circumfpeclion  cannot  be  too  ftronslv  and  too  often 
recoirmended  to  you  ;  they  are  maxiirs  cf  prudence  which  your  political  fituation  makes 
at  all  times  applicable,  but  more  efpecially  at  a  juncture,  when  an  enterprifing  enemy  is  em- 
ployiiig,  without  fcrnple,  tl:e  mod  artful,  and  hitherto  unhcard-of  means,  to  promote  infur- 
reftion  in  every  country. 

"  It  is  with  i:^.nr.ite  pieafurs  T  inform  you  of  the  fafe  arrival  of  the  maroons  at  Halifa;:, 
in  Nova-Scotia ;  their  behaviour  during  the  paHage,  and  fince  their  uifembarkaticn.  has 
been  fo  peaceable  and  orderly,  as  to  iiigratiate  them  with  tiie  governor,  and  to  concili- 
ate the  nunds  of  the  people  of  that  province  to  their  reception.  It  is  a  pleafing  refiec  ion, 
that  in  fucli  a  community  they  may  be  made  ufefui  to  fociety,  and  cannot  in  any  event  be 
formidable  to  it. 

"  Meafures  have  been  taken  for  their  accommodation  and  fettlement,  ccnformably  to 
his  majeftv's  gracious  and  beneficent  intentions  towards  them,  and  your  humane  and  ge- 
nerous recommendation. 

"  Mr.  Speaker,  akd  gentlemen  of  the  assembly, 

T  confide  in  your  difch.arging  fuch  expences  as  m.av  be  incidental  to  the  meafure  of 
fending  the  m^aroons  ofF  the  iflarid,  and  eftabliil  ing  t!iera  in  another  country.  As  fcon  as 
I  am  furnif^cd  with  all  the  particulars  of  the  expenditure,  they  fhall  be  laid  before  you,  for 
your  confideration  :  I  truft  alfo,  that  the  ufual  and  necefFary  fupplies  of  government  will  be 
gi anted,  with  your  accufcomed  liberality. 

■  **  Gentlemen  of  the  council, 

Mr.  Speaker,  and  gentlemen  of  the  assembly, 
"  The  experience  of  everv  age  has  furnifhed  examples,  how  much  the  welfare  and  prof- 
perity  of  a  country  depend  upon  union  of  fentiment  among  the  legillative  and  governing 
powers  of  the  flate.  If  you  appreciate  the  blefnng  cf  unanim.ity  as  highly  as  I  do,  you  will 
cherifli  it  with  unabating  zeal  and  anxietv,  and  ailure  yourfelves  of  my  hearty  concurrence 
in  everv  meafure,  which  has  for  its  objects,  the  improvement,  fccurity,  and  welfare,  of  this 
\aluable  ifland." 

A  motion  being  made,  that  a  committee  be  appointed  to  prepare  an  humble  addrefs  to 
his  honour  the  lieutenant-governor  for  his  ffKjech  at  the  opening  of  tlie  fellion:

-  "  I  never,  lir,  could  have  expeiS\ed,  that  any  exertions  of  my  very  humble  talents  could 
have  drawn  fo  diflinguiflied  a  mark  of  condcfcenfion  from  the  Iioufc:  But,  fir,  not  to  take 
more  merit  to  myfelf  than  I  ought,  on  this  occafion,  I  mufi:  confefs  all  my  endeavours  mull 
liave  failed,  had  it  not  been  for  the  able  airirtancc  v.hich  was  afforded  to  me  by  lieutenant- 
colonel  Skinner,  and  the  reft  of  the  field  officers  engaged  upon  this  fervice;  and  indeed,  fir, 
I  believe,  that  not  any  officer  has  ever  been  feconded  Vvith  greater  cordiality,  zeal,  and  gal- 
lantry, than  I  have  been,  during  this  very  toilibme  and  difFxult  fervice,  by  every  rank  of 
}iis  majefty's  forces. 

"  You  v/iW  do  me  the  favour  to  prcfent  this  letter,  witli  mv  moft  humble  duty,  to  the 
houfc  ;  and  to  accept  my  acknowledgments,  for  the  very  obliging  terms  in  which  you  have 
convcved  tiie  commands  of  the  houfe.

"  I  am  honoured  with  your  letter  of  the  22d  of  i\pril,  inclofing  to  me  a  refolution  of 
the  houfe  of  aflembly,  that  the  receiver-general  do  remit,  to  the  agent  of  the  ifland,  the 
fum  of  five  hundred  guineas,  for  the  purpofc  of  purchafing  a  fvvord  to  be  prefented  to  me, 
as  a  tefrimonv  which  the  houfe  entertains  of  my  important  fcrvices  and  diuinguilhed  merit 
irt  the  fuppreffion  of  the  late  rebellion  of  the  maroons  cf  Trelawny-Town. 

"  Perhaps,  fir,  not  any  perfon  has  ever  been  placed  in  a  predicament  more  unpleafant

the  houfe,  that  not  any  perfon  would  receive  their  favours  with  more  gratitude  tlian  -1 
fhould,  could  I  pofiiblv  do  it  with  credit  to  mvfelf.

Ordered,  That  Mr.  Redwood  and  Mr.  Whitchorne  be  a  committee  to  wait  on  his  honour 
with  the  above  mefiagc ;  v.  lio  returning,  reported  the  delivery  thereof,  and  t!:at  his  honour 
was  pleaftd  to  fay,  he  would  give  diredtions  accordingly.

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A  meOage  from  hh  honour  the  lieutenant-governor,  in  council,  by  the  clerk  of  the 
council,  who  brought  down  a  dedimus,  empowering  the  fpeaker  to  adminiiler  the  ufual 
oaths  to  fuch  members  of  the  prefent  aflembly  as  have  not  been  already  fworn,  and  to  hear 
and  fee  them  repeat  and  fubfcribe  the  left.

Mr.  Speaker  acquainted  the  houfe,  he  had  his  honour  the  lieutenant-governor's  leave  to 
adiourn  the  houfe  from  time  to  time,  .as  they.lhould  tliink  proper. 

Then  the  houfe  adjourned  till  Tuefday  morning,  nine  of  the  clock.

"  We  learn  with  pleafure,  the  fafe  arrival  of  the  maroons  at  their  place  of  deftinaticn, 
and  that  their  peaceable  behaviour  on  their  paflage,  and  fince  their  difembarkation,  has 
gained  them  a  favourable  rr ception  with  the  Inhabitants  of  the  colony  to  which  thev  were 
fent :  We  are  Jed  to  hope,  witli  your  lordfliip,  that  their  conduft,  together  with  the  mea- 
fures which  you  inform  us  his  majefty  has  been  gracioufly  pleafed  to  adopt  with  refpeft  to 
them,  mav  render  thefe  people  happy  in  their  lives,  and  ufeful  to  the  community  in  which 
they  have  been  placed.

thereon,  has  been  loft  ;  and  the  faid  maroons  having  killed  fomeof  the  cattle,  and  fercedor 
enticed  one  of  the  negro  flaves,  and  plundered  and  deftroyedall  the  provifions,  together  with 
the  quantity  deltroycd  by  order  of  the  general  commanding  in  that  quarter:

The  houfe,  according  to  order,  refclvcd  Itfclf  into  a  committee  of  the  whole  houfe, 
upon  the  bill  for  laying  a  duty  on  tonnage,  and  applying  the  fume  to  the  ufe  of  the  forts 
and  fortitica'ions  ;  and  for  regulating  the  duty  of  gunpowder,  payable  on  tonnage,  bv  vir- 
tae  of  an  a£t  entitled,  *'  An  a£l  for  granting  a  revenue  to  his  majefty,  his  heirs  and  fuc- 
celFors,  for  the  fupport  of  the  government  of  this  ifland  ;  and  for  reviving  and  perpetuate 
iiig  the  a'fts  and  laws  thereof;"  and  to  enable  the  receiver-general  to  i.uport  aud  purchafe 
gunpowder,  under  certain  regulations ;

Mr.  Whitehorne,  from  the  committee,  reported,  that  they  had  gone  through  the  bill, 
rir.d  had  made  feveral  amendments  thereto  ;  which  lie  read  in  his  place,  and  delivereu  in-ar 
Cic  table,  with  the  bill ;  where  being  again  feverally  read,  were  agreed  unto  by  the  houfe  . 

Ordered,  That  the  faid  bill,  with  the  amendments,  be  engrofled,  and  that  the  title  be, 
"  An  a£l  for  laving  a  duty  on  tonnage,  and  appl\ing  the  fame  to  the  ule  of  the  forts  and 
foititications ;  and  for  regulating  the  duty  of  gunpowder,  pavable  on  tonnage,  by  virtue 
of  an  aft  entitled,  "  An  a£\:  for  granting  a  revenue  to  his  majelly,  his  heirs  and  fucceirors, 
for  the  fuppoit  of  the  government  of  tliis  illand ;  and  for  revivir/g  and  perpetuating  the 
a£ls  and  laws  thereof ;"  and  to  enable  the  receiver-general  to  import  and  purcliafe  gun- 
powder, under  certain  regulations. 

The  houfe,  according  to  order,  refolved  itfelf  into  a  committee  of  the  whole  houfe,  up- 
on the  bill  to  enable  the  right  honourai)le  Alexander  earl  or  Balcarres,  lieutenant-governor 
and  commander  in  chief  of  this  ifland,  or  the  governor  or  commander  in  chief  for  the  time 
being,  to  illue  his  majefty's  royal  proclamation,  during  the  recefs  of  the  prefect  affemblv, 
prohibiting  the  exportation  of  flour  and  other  piovilions  from  this  iiland,  for  .a  limited 
time : 

Mr.  Speaker  left  the  chair. 

Mr.  Fitch  took  the  chair  of  the  committee. 

Mr.  Speaker  refumed  the  chair. 

Mr.  Fitch,  from  the  committee,  reported,  that  they  bad  gone  through  the  bill,  and  had 
made  feveral  amendments  thereto  ;  which  he  read  in  his  place,  and  delivered  in  nt  the  tabic, 
with  the  bill  ;  \^here  being  again  feverally  read,  were  agreed  unto  by  tire  houfe:

Ordered,  That  the  receiver  generdl  do  lav  before  the  houfe,  an  account  of  the  monev 
row  remaining  in  his  hands,  out  of  the  grant  of  1 5,000/.  which  was  voted  in  the  fcffion  of 
1794,  for  making  or  repaiiing  roads;  and  likevvife  an  account  of  the  fum  now  remaining 
out  of  the  grant  of  2OC0/.  voted  to  each  county  for.  internal  roads,  in  the  laft  felFion  of  the 
la:e  alFemblv;  and  tliat  he  do  lay" before  tne  houfe  a",  account  of  all  otlier  fums  refultin<»' 
from  any  former  grants  of  money  appropriated  to  public  loads,  which  :;ow  remain  in  his 
han.,s.

'  I  e -nbracc  the  firfl:  convevance  from  hence,  to  acknowledge  the  honour  of  your  lord- 
fhip's  letter,  dated  3J  June,  1796,  whicli  was  delivered  to  me  by  Mr.  Quarrell. 

*  Tlie  maroons  arrived  in  better  health  than  was  apprehended:  Being  defirous  to  meet 
your  lord  hip"s  reprefentation,  and  the  wifhes  of  the  government  of  Jamaica,  relative  to 
thefe  people,  I  caufed  the;ii  to  be  difembarked,  which  was  alfo  abfolutely  neceiTarv  to  pre- 
ferve  their  health;  and  lieutenant-general  his  royal  highnefs  prince  Edward,  was  pleafed  to 
employ  as  many  as  voluntarily  chofe,  upon  the  fortifications  erefting  in  this  town.  A 
packet  then  failing,  I  reported  tlie  whole  to  his  majefLy's  minifters  of  ftate,  and  reprefented, 
that  thefe  people  were  pleafeJ,  and  defirous  to  fettle  in  this  country ;  from  which  1  appre- 
hended not  the  leaft  danger  of  inconvenience,  if  rhey  were  properly  provided  with  build- 
ings, lands,  fubfifteace,  iaiplements,  clothing,  and  other  neceflaries,  until  they  could  fup- 
port  themfelves  by  their  own  induftry ;  means  for  which  arrangement  I  underfbod  were  li- 
berallv  provided  bv  the  government  of  Jamaica,  and  to  be  continued  while  neceffary.  As 
yo'jr  Ijrdihip  expefVed,  I  foon  received  his  majefty's  commands  to  provide  for  the  comfort 
and  orefervation  of  thefe  people,  and  by  the  next  mail  a  definitive  inftruftion  for  their  be- 
ing fet  led  here,  if  thought  it  might  be  done  with  fafety.  I  have  therefore  recommended 
the  bert  meafures  to  efll^ft  this  falutary  purpofe,  which  Mr.  Quarrell  and  Mr.  Ochterlony 
purfue  with  unexampled  zeal,  patience,  and  affeftionate  care.  By  ray  advice,  an  eftate  is  pur- 
chafed  for  the  iHand  of  Jamaica,  on  which  t  ;efe  people  are  fettled  in  a  little  village  near 
the  town :  This  was  an  happy  and  cheap  purchafe,  as  it  furni'hed  houfes  for  them,  vrhich 
CO  lid  not  po'libly  have  been  built  in  time  for  this  feafon:  \\'ith  thefe,  and  fome  others  we 
are  in  treaty  for,  and  tliofe  that  can  be  ereded,  they  will  be  comfortably  lodged  through 
the  enfuing  winter:  The  whole  eftate  is  vefted  in  the  illand  of  Jamaica,  that  if  the  ma- 
roons fhould  not  be  finallv  eftablifhed  on  it,  the  propertv  may  be  difpofed  of,  or  applied  in 
any  maiinar  your  lordfliip's  government  may  diie^^l :  Hitherto  they  beliave  very  well ;  a 

K  lew 
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few  men  ainong  thcin  onlv  appear  to  be  ill-reinpercd  and  dilTatisfied  ;  but  they  are  fo  fully 
fenfible  of  their  utter  inability  to  any  military  oppofition,  and  by  far  the  greater  part  of 
them  beinn;  fenfibk  inclined  to  make  the  beft  of  their  fituation,  that  the  reft  muft  fubmit 
and  in  a  very  little  time  be  as  well  pleafed. 

*  Being  unacquainted  with  this  climate,  and  the  habits  which  refult  from  it,  and  accuf- 
tomed  to  war,  and  the  uncultivated  favage  raannersof  a  warm  inland  country,  they  have  much 
to  learn  toward  a  good  ufe  of  the  bcneiits  provided  for  them:  Among  the  bell:  means  to  ad- 
vance their  civilization,  is  immediate  infiru£\lon  in  the  Chriftian  religion,  reading,  wiiMng, 
and  arithmetic.  For  this  i.nportant  dutr,  I  have  appointed  a  char-lain  and  teacher  of  the 
church  of  England,  vNith  an  alTrllant,  to  refide  among  them,  regularly  perform  public  wor- 
fliip,  and  to  teach  all  thofe  that  are  capable ;  they  are  much  fatisfied  with  this  regulation, 
and  I  am  convinced  it  uill  conduce  exceedingly  to  reclaim  them  to  the  rules  and  comforts 
cf  focial  life;  the  euabliilnneut  will  be  about  250/.  fterling^<r  annum,  befides  a  glebe  houfc 
and  land  on  t!ie  tflate.  On  the  23d  inftant,  tl;e  parilh  church,  which  1  have  borrowed  for 
their  ufe,  ;s  to  be  opened,  and  the  fchcol  commence  the  day  follo'ving. 

'  As  Mr.  QviarrcU  and  Mr.  Ochterlony,  who,  1  beg  leave  to  aflure  vour  lordfhip,  have  in- 
finite merit  in  conducing  the  difficult  and  important  truft  committed  to  them,  will  naturally 
give  the  beft  detail  of  tliefe  proceedings,  I  may  not  further  trefpafs  at  prefent,  than  juiily 
to  reprefent,  that  tl  e  fettlcment  of  the  maroons  in  Nova- Scotia,  will  be  full  as  happy  to 
them  as  it  can  be  ufeful  to  the  ifland  of  Jamaica,  and  that  I  lhall  gladly  continue  to  exert 
my  bef:  i'  fiuence  and  attention  thereto.

*  I  received  advice,  of  the  1 5th  September  ultimo,  by  the  Princcfs  Royal  packet,  which 
arrived  here  yefterday,  of  my  bills  for  60C0/.  fterling,  in  favour  of  meffieurs  Hall,  Bremner, 
and  Bottomley,  being  accepted  by  mefRcuis  Milligan  and  Mitchell ;  thefe,  together  with 
the  goods  ordered,  will,  I  apprehend,  rather  exceed  the  10,000/.  granted  ;  and,  from  the 
verv  heavy  expence  we  have  been  at  in  purchafes  of  lands  and  houfes,  feeding  the  negroes, 
clothing  them  for  tlic  winter,  laying  in  their  Vvinter  ftores,  is^c.  I  am  under  tlie  neceflity  of 
applying  for  a  further  vote  of  credit  of  500c/.  fterling,  immediately,  to  be  ready  in  mef- 
fieuis  Milligan  and  Mitchell's  hands,  to  meet  fuch  drafts  as  I  may  be  urged  to  make. 

'  The  accounts,  to  this  time,  are  made  out  ;  four  copies  will  be  fent  by  the  way  of  the 
Uni  ed  States,  and  two  will  be  tranfmitted  to  meffieurs  Milligan  and  Mitchell,  in  London, 
to  be  forwarded  from  thence  to  your  lordlhip.

*  I  join,  with  the  reft  of  my  colleagues  in  office,  in  lamenting,  as  Hnccrelv  a?  anv  propri- 
etor in  Jamaica,  the  expencei  which  ha\  e  been  incurred  in  fuppreffing  the  maroon  rebellion, 
and  the  burthens  which  the  countrv  muft  for  fome  little  time  lafFcr  upon  that  account:  but 
the  magnanimity  and  liberality  of  the  legiilature  have  too  often,  and  too  confpicuouflv^ 
manifeftcd  themfelves,  arid  the  candour  and  jiiftice  of  the  alTembly  ftand  upon  too  folid 
and  well  tried  ground,  to  allow  me  to  fiifpeil 'them  of  giving  way  to  the  prelTure  of  tempo- 
rarv  difncultics,  or  that  the  v'  are  capable  of  dlfappointiiig  tlje  expectatic!>s  of  this  countrv, 
on  anv  point  in  which  their  honour  and  good  faith  can  be  fuppoled  to  be  involved :  I 
therefore  perfuade  myfelf,  that,  as  foon  as  your  lordlhip  fliall  have  had  time  to  call  the  re-

qv.edion,  the  iinpreflion  which  fuch  a  meafure  may  make  on  the  military  in  general,  whofe 
minds  mav  not  be  as  open  to  he  influenced  by  the  generous  conduft  of  tlieir  officers  in  this 
-cafe,  as  I  dare  fav  they  would  be  in  every  other,  appears  to  be  a  meafure  well  dcferving  the 
exertions  of  vour  lordfhip's  beft  abiliti  es  to  pjcvcnt  and  avert : 

'  Upon  tlicfe  grounds,  I  truft  that  your  lordlhip  will  meet  with  no  fciious  diflicultv,  in. 
prevailing  upon  the  airemblv  to  reccniiider  this  matter,  and  in  inducing  them  to  c  ntinuc 
this  corps  on  its  prefent  cllablill-imcnt :  Bi,t,  fhould  tlie  ailemblv,  not\»  ithflanding,  decide 
ultimatclv  againft  the  permanent  cftanlifhmcnt  of  the  20th  regin.ent  in  Jamaica,  there  cer- 
tainly can  be  nodoubtbut  that  the  nnrtual  interefls  and  convenience  of  the  illand,  and  tlic

"\  hat  yonr  memorialift  prefented  formerly,  to  your  lordfhip,  his  memorial  touching  thlft 
cxpences  your  meraoriaiift  had  bte;i  put  to  and  fuilaineJ,  in  refpecl  to  the  fupplying  the 
iaid  corps  v  ith  fundry  neceflarieSi  -and,  upon  tlie  ready  interference  of  yo«r  lordlhip  in  his 
belialf.  a  refolntion  pafTed  the  honourable  houfe  of  aflembly,  in  their  laft  feflions.  that  it  be

That  your  memorialift,  and  the  other  officers,  under  fuch  inducements  and  temptations^ 
entered  wirh  zeal  into  the  fervice,  and  immediately  turned  their  attention  towards  a  res;ula!? 
dikiplinc  in  the  corps;  to  eftabliih  which,  their  greateft- exertions,  notwithftanding  their 
inexperience,  were  cheerfully  and  conftantly  employed,  and  they  Mattered  themfclves,  they 
had  made  very  confiderable  pr  giefs,  towards  inftruding  the  men  in  the  expert  ufe  of  arms, 
and  eltablilLinga  regular  and  iieady  diicipline  throughout  tlic  corps.

tficir  fervice,  and  of  the  body  ofijaon  whom  they  commanded,  that  they  of  cdurfe  wcrs 
kept  at  a  diftance  from  the  other  part  of  the  militia,  and  the  officers  of  the  corps  had  not,  ia 
genera!,  the  common  fatisfaction  of  afTociating  with  the  other  officers  on  fervice  : 

That  your  memorialifc  is  extremely  forry  to  obferve,  that  the  zeal  wliich  your  memorlalif^ 
and  his  allociates,  have  fhewn,  and  whidi  has  perpetuaTly  prompted  them  to  exert  them- 
felves  for  the  good  eflablilliment  o«i"the  corps,  has  been  tlie  means  of  injuring  them  con- 
fidcrabiy  in  their  refpeftive  profeffions  -,  it  feems  to  be  confidered,  that  they  cannot  now 
lhake  off  the  foldier ;  and,  however  willing  they  are  to  purfue  their  former  occupations,  it 
will  be  with  very  great  difficulty,  that  they  lhall  be  able  to  regain  that  confidence  which 
heretofore  was  fully  placed  in  them ;  indeed,  one  of  your  memorialifts  isat  prefcnt  out  of 
employnr>ent  : 

Your  memoriaiift  therefore,  on  the  part  of  himfelf,  and  of  the  other  officers  of  the  corps, 
moft  humbly  intreats,  that  your  lordffiip  will  be  pleafed  to  take  their  cafe  into  your  ferious 
confideration,  that  you  Vvill  again  take  the  trouble  to  intereft  yourfelf  in  their  favour,  and 
endeavour  to  procure  for  them  an  eftablifhment,  and  confirmation  of  all  fuch  matters  and. 
things  as  were  fo  held  fortli  to  them ;  and  fuch  further  and  other  relief  in  the  premifes,  as  t* 
your  lordfhip's  goodnefs  and  judgment  fhall  feem  meet : 
'.  And  your  memorialii^  lhall  ever  pray,  ^c.  t^c.

That  your  memoriaiift,  on  the  12th  day  of  Auguft,  1795,  arrived,  with  the  62d  regi- 
ment, at  Vaughansfield,  and,  on  the  evening  of  that  day,  gave  all  the  affiftancc  in  his 
power  to  the  wounded  of  the  i8th  and  20tli  dragoons,  as  alfo  to  the  militia,  all  of  whom 
he  attended  during  the  time  he  was  quartered  there,  with  fome  of  the  wounded  of  the 
brown  company  of  St.  James's,  and  a  fergeant  of  the  62d  regiment,  defperately  wounded; 
and,  at  the  reque'^  of  colonel  Fitch,  tlie  83d  regiment,  who  had  neither  furgeon  or  mate: 

That  your  memoriaiift:,  on  tl>e  23d  day  of  the  fame  montli,  marched  with  the  troops 
from  Vaughansfield,  and  was  at  the  taking  of  the  Old  Maroon-Town,  when  three  men 
were  wounded,  one  of  the  1 7th  dragoons  dangeroufly  ;  thefe  he  took  under  his  own  care, 
by  order  of  the  commander  in  chief,  and  carried  them  to  Vaughansfield,  where  he  fliewed 
them  every  attciition : 

That  your  memoriaiift  marched,  with  the  62d  reeiment,  to  Spring-Vale,  where  he  at- 
tended two  men  of  the  83d  regiment  wounded,  one  of  the  2Cth  dragoons  very  ill  with  a 
fever,  and  fome  men  of  the  artillery  and  17th  dragoons  with  dyfenteries,  but,  during  hisftav 
there,  he  attended  and  gave  medicines  to  feveral  of  the  miiitia  of  different  companies ;  at 
the  requeft  of  lieutenant  Campbell,  to  the  privates  of  cap'^ain  Stewart's  company  ;  to  fome 
of  captain  Balfour's ;  and  to  a  number  of  others  ;  and  at  all  times  was  ready  to  lend  his  af- 
f.ftance,  when  called  on : 

That  your  memoriaiift  afterwards  was  fer.t  to  Tackey's  Bum,  where,  from  the  heavy 
ran?,  and  the  badnefs  of  the  huts,  inofl  of  the  detachment  were  ill  with  fevers  and  fluxes  ; 
that  he  was  detained  there  for  three  weeks,  and,  during  thaftime,  underwent  great  fa- 
tigue and  iiiconveifience  from  lo  bad  and  unhealthy  a  ntu^tion  ;  that  there  he  gave  medi- 
cines to  feveral  of  tiie  officers  and  privates  of  the  militia,  '  '  o  *aken  ill  on  tlieir  way 
througii  tlss  woods  to  Old  To'A'n  : 

That 
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That  your  memorlalift,  foju  ai'fer  bis  return  to  Spring-Vale,  marched,  with  the  62d  re- 
giment, to  New  Maroon-Town,  where  he  found  feveateen  men  or  the  1 7th  dragoons  in 
hcfpital ;  tliefe  he  attended  till  thev  joined  their  regiment : 

■  Yoor  niemnriahft,  during  the  time  he  was  there,  attended  the  fick  negroes  of  the  work- 
in^  parties;  was  frequently  fent  for  to  Sha'.v's  Caille,  to  the  fick  and  wounded  of  the  militia, 
at  that  time  commanded  by  captain  Scarlett ;  that,  at  different  times,  he  was  fent  for  to  the 
\Tounded  of  the  83d  regiment,  and  fome  of  the  working  parties,  paiticularly  at  the  time 
the  maroons  attacked  coloiiel  Godley's  poft: 

That  vour  memorialill  marched,  with  the  regiment,  to  Petit-River,  where  he  gave  me- 
dicines to  the  fick  of  the  working  parties,  as  well  as  to  the  17th  dragoons  at  Cudjoe-Town, 
and  advanced  pofr,  and  the  62d  regiment ;  that,  in  attending  the  different  pofts,  he  was 
expofed  to  great  fatigue  and  danger  ;  that,  after  the  maroons  came  in,  he  for  fome  time  at- 
tended, and  gave  medicines  to,  the  fick  and  wounded  : 

That  your  memoriaiiil  was  with  the  62d  regiment,  at  the  different  pofts  thev  were  quar- 
tered at,  and  not  one  day  abfent  from  duty,  {Inez  the  cominenccmcat  of  the  maroon  war 
to  the  end  thereof : 

That  your  memorialifl:  embarked  in  the  tranfports  that  convevei  tlie  maroons  from 
Montego-Bay  to  Port  Roval,  and  confi^antiy  attended,  and  gave  medicines  to,  the  maroons, 
their  wives  and  children,  during  the  palllzge  : 

Your  memoriaiiil  finding  that  the  pay  of  an  hofpital  mate,  and  that  only  from  the  20th 
dav  of  Oftober,  1795,  was  by  no  means  adequate  to  the  extraordinary  trouble  and  expenccs 
attending  the  late  campaign  or  maroon  war; 

Your  memorialift  therefore  humbly  pravs,  that  your  lordfhip  will  be  pleafed  to  lay  this 
his  memorial  before  the  honoura'de  the  houfe  of  alTembly,  that  they  may  take  his  caie  into 
their  ferious  confideration,  and  grant  Iiim  fuch  compenfation,  for  his  extra  iervices,  as  to 
their  wifdom  and  goodnefs  fhall  feem  meet : 

And,  as  in  duty  bound,  he  will  ever  pray  : 

L.  Shaw,  ajjijlant  furgeon  to  the  forces, 
I  know  the  allegations  in  the  above  petition  to  be  true.

A  petition  of  Samuel  Vaughan  junior  was  prefented  to  tlie  houfe,  and  read,  fetting  forth, 

"  That,  at  the  commencement  of  the  late  rebellion,  'finding  a'large  force  was  about  to 
be  fentto  Vaughansiicld,  and  being  well  convinced,  that  the  contractor  could  not  procure 
provifions  for  their  fupply,  till  they  were  fent  round  from  Kingfton,  the  ftores  at  Montego- 
iav  havina:  been  burnt,  the  petitioner  waited  on  the  commander  in  chief,  and.  after  l-,c  had 
Hated  the  circumftance,  and  the  nece.^ity  of  tlie  interference  of  a  country  gentleman,  who 
could  make  ufe  of  a  perfonal  influence  in  that  part  of  the  country,  to  procure  fupplies,  the 
commander  in  chief  authorized  him  to  fupply  t"ne  deficiency  of  the  contraflor,  and  after- 
wards honoured  him  with  his  llianli.3  for  his  exertions : 

*'  "That,  in  confequence.  he  purchafed,  on  his  perfonal  credit,  a  great  varletvof  articles, 
to  meet  the  nccelTities  of  the  army,  to  the  amount  of  fome  tlmufands  of  pou;ids,  which  had 
been  approved  o.^,  and  almoft  wholly  paid,  by  the  late  auembly : 

*'  That,  from  the  march,  and  quartering  of  fo  large  a  body  of  force=;,  and  their  followers, 
and  the  continuance  of  Vaugliansiield  as  a  poftto  the  end  of  m<irtial  law,  the  plantation 
fuftered  a  lofs  of  upwards  of  7000/. 

*•  That  the  petitioner  does  not  advance  this,  with  a  view  of  obtaining  a  compenfatlon 
for  IciTcs  wliich  were  not  aclual  fupplies ;  but  the  lofles  of  the  rlantaiiion  were  fo  great,  he 
^3  induced  to  prcTcnt  his  cafe  to  tlac  attention  of  the  houfe,  in  the  hope,  that  Uie  fupplies 

and 
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aril!  articles  furniilied  from  Vaughaiisfield  to  the  army,  may  be  lelmburfcd,  in  t'le  fame 
manner  the  accounts  for  contrafls  and  purchalbs  lie  made  were  ackiiowladgcd  and  dilcharged 
by  the  late  aflembly  : 

"  That  lie  fiippHed  large  quantities  of  cotintry  provifions  to  the  regulars  and  tlie  militia 
quartered  there,  and  to  near  twelve  hundred  working  netiroes,  after  the  firli;  week  of  their 
coming  up,  and  until  the  plantation  vTas  completely  exliaulled,  when  thofc  of  a  nei:;hbouring 
plantation,  belonging  to  A.  Findlater,  efquire,  were  ufed,  after  which  a  great  want  eiifiied,  and 
the  forces  were  fcautily  fupplied,  for  fome  time,  from  the  maroon  grounds  and  Montcgo-£ay ; 

"  That  the  feeding  of  the  negroes,  from  that  period'tothe  lil  January,  1797,  and  th.e 
re-eHablilhrnent  of  the  proviiions  for  their  maintenance,  have  coft  him  upwards  of  1800/. 

"  That  the  petitioner-,  purfuing  the-  plan  laid  down  by  himfelf,  not  to  feek  for  compen- 
fation  according  to  his  lofs,  has,  in  his  account,  charged  only  for  fo  many  acres  of  provi- 
fions,  as,  by  the  laws  of  this  illand,  are  reqi:iied  for  the  fubfiftence  ot  tlie  number  of  people 
tken  living  at  Vaugliansfield,  and  which  is  far  under  the  quantity  then  adlually  confumfd 
in  the  fublillence  of  tl.e  forces  ;:  t';e  pstitioner  having,  a  fliort  period  before,  advertifed 
provifions  for  lale,  from  the  redundance  on  the  plantation  : 

"  That  the  accommodation  of  the  commander  in  chief  and  his  ftaff,  and  the  numerous 
corps  of  officers  tliere,  requiring  more  furniture  than  was  oi\  the  plantation,  the  petitioner 
procured  that  on  two  other  plantations,  belonging  to  Samuel  Vaughan,  and  great  part  of 
thefe  articles  have  been  totally  deftroyed,  or  not  returned,  which  he  hopes  will  be  coniideied 
as  ^  fupply : 

"  That  there  was  a  lofs  of  eightv-five  head  of  flock,  forty  of  wliich  were  full  grown 
fleers,  from  tlie  property,  and  a  pafturage  account  uicurred  ibr  cattle  drawn  off  from  it,  to 
be  faved  from  a  like  dellru£tion,  forming  a  lofs  of  1600/.  the  giafs  fo-completcly  eat  and 
trod  out  of  four  hundred  and  thirty-feven  acres  of  paftuie,  that  it  did  not  recover  till  the 
late  rains ;  but  the  petitioner  only  hopes  the  houfe  will  grant  him  the  palluragc  of  the 
horfes,  t^c.  pailured  there,  and  he  has  only  charged  and  proved  one  half  of  what  probably 
W£rc  tire  re  : 

**  That  all  tlje  machinery  for  the  coffee  plantation  was  deflroyed,"together  with  a  wooden 
barbicue,  and  a  quantity  of  timber  feafoned  for  mills  and  waggons,  the  coffee  crop  one- 
half  lofl:,.  and  the  lell  of  very  inferior  value  from  bad  manutadure,  the  walks  very  much 
injured  by  the  pafturing  of  cattle  in  them,  to  the  decreafe  of  their  value  and  future  crops, 
the  fences  broke  down,  tsfc.  but  the  petitioner  onl  v  fets  down  a  charge  for  the  ufe  of  the  build- 
ings, which,  as  late  as  November  14th,  1 795,  major-general  VValpole^refufed  him  the  ufe  of; 

"  That,  ex'clufivc  of  the  above  meiitioned  fupplies,  the  petitioner  feeks  for  fome  fmall 
accounts  which  it  has  been  the  cuUom  of  the  houfe  to  grant,  I'ucii  as  for  tlie  value  of  Cato, 
a  i<iithful  a!id  valuable  fiave,  killed,  and  for  other  articles  which  are  not  on  account  of 
Vaugliansfield  above  mentioned,  and  which  are --attached  to  this  ]x:titioii, -and  were  ordered 
or  fupplied  by  him  : 

"  That  the -petitioner  hopes  the  confideiaiion  of  the  above  mentioned- lofles,  the  confi- 
deration  of  the  zeal,  alacrhy,  and  confidence  in  which  the  petitioner  came  forward  in  the 
ca'jfe  of  the  country,  and  c.nplo\  cd  his  means  and  credit  to  its  purpofes  ;  the  farther  confi- 
deiation  that,  relying  on  the  jufcice  of  the  houfe,  he  is  boldly  re- eflablifhing  himfelf,  and 
at  great  cxj)cnce,  having  already  incurred  near  3CC0/.  and  tl»t  he  is  the  onlv  fettler  on  the 
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v.-epL  f.de  of  the  maroon  lands,  on  the  great  body  of  woods  through  which  paffi;s  the  El- 
derfley  road,  and  by  fo  doing,  he  is  fctting  an  example  to  the  owners  of  Lebanon,  Au- 
chindolly,  and  Strahila  plantations,  now  thrown  up,  of  Coldfpring  plantation  deferted, 
and  of  Kcnmure  and  others  ftill  in  the  ruinous  condition  they  were  by  the  maroon  rebellioa: 

"  The  petitioner  hopes  tliefe  confiderations  will  plead  in  his  behalf."

A  petition  of  James  Taylor,  of  the  parifli  of  St.  Catherine,  gen'tleman,  was  prefented 
•  to  the  houfe,  .and  read,  .fetting  forth, 

"  That  a  cof.c.-e  and  proviiion  plantation,  called  Nairn,  was  fettled  by  Samuel  Walte, 
the  petitioner's  nepliew,  with  whom  the  petitioner  had  joined  in  fcveral  bonds,  and  other 
fecurilies,  for  the.  improvement  thereof : 

*'  That,  a  few  months  before" the  maroon  rebellion,  the  faid  Samuel  Waite  was  in  fo 
bad  a  flatc  of  health,  as  to  render  it  abfolutely  necellary  that  he  fliould  leave  the  ifland  : 

"  Tliat,  previous- to' his  departure,  the  petitioner  agreed  to  grant  a  fmall  annuity  (equal 
'to  the  hire  of  certain  flaxes  in  the  petitioner's  poffeffion)  to  faid  \V  aite,  on  his  giving  up  all 
his  right  to  faid  mountain  and  flaves  to  Richard  BrifTett,  ekjuire,  who  was  the  mor  gagee 
and  principal  creditor,  in  order  tiiat  the  fame  might  be  fold,  and  a  title  made  to  a  purchafer: 

"  That  the  higheft  price  now  offered  for  the  mountain  and  flaves  is  5500/.  which  the  pe- 
titioner has  agreed  to,  as  believing  it  to  be  nearly  the  value: 

"  Tliat  the  debts  by  the  faid  Samuel  Waite,  for  which  the  petitioner  is  liable,  amount 
*to  yccc/.  or  upwards. 

"  That,  cxclufive  of  the  aiftual  damages  fuftained  (the  particulars  of  which  are  ftated  in 
an  account  hereto  annexed),  the  petitioner  has  loll:  a  great  part  of  the  coHee  crop  of  laft 
year,  and  will  loie  a  coniiuerable  part  of  the  prefent,  for  want  of  tlie  necellary  buildings, 
Uc.  for  curing  the  fume : 

*'  That  the  petitioner's  circumflances  are  fuch,  that  he  is  unable  to  make  good  his  en- 
gagements on  account  of  the  faid  Samuel  Waite,  even  were  the  property  to  be  foldat.tlw; 
price  olfered :" 

And  praying  for  relief.

A  petition  of  Da\id  Schaw,  of  the  pavifh  of  St.  James,  mafon  atid  planter,  was  pre- 
fented to  the  houfe,  and  read,  fetting  forth : 

That- the  petitioner  fupplied.from  his  grounds,  fundry  provi'^ons  produced  thereon, 
and  alfo  fundry  flock,  to  tlie  troops  on  fervice  againrl  the  maroons  in  rebellion,  alfo  to 
the  pioneers  and  fervants  attached  to  tlie  faid  troops :

*'  That,  by  ansft  of  the  legiflature  of  this  ifland,  made  and  pafled  in  the  year  of  our 
Lord  1761,  entitled,  '  An  acl  to  prevent  the  inconveniences  arifing  from  exorbitant  grants 
and  devifes  made  by  white  perfons  to  negroes,  and  the  iiTue  of  negroes;  and  to  reltraia 
and  limit  fuch  grants  and  devifes,'  the  petitioner  is  prevented  from  making  fuch  difpofition 

-of  his  eftate  and  fortune  as  he  is  inclined  to  do,  unto  his  reputed  fon  and  daughters,  named 
]ohn  Craggs,  Elizabeth  Craggs,  and  Sufanna  Craggs,  free  quadroons,  the  children  of  Ann 
Summers,  of  the  prilh  of  Vere,  a  free  mulatto  woman,  and  which  faid  children  have  been 
feverallv  baptized  and  infrruf^ed  in  the  piinciples  of  the  Chriftiaii  religion,  and  have  been 

•educated  in  a  decent  and  reputable  manner : 

"  And  praying,  that  the  houfe  will  give  leave  for  a  bill  to  be  brought  in,  for  enabling 
•the  petitioner  to  fettle  and  difpofe  of  his  eilate,  real  and  perfonal,  by  deed  or  will,  in  fuch 
■  manner  as  he  lhall  think  proper,  notwitMlanding  the  faid  aft

5.  Tliat  it  be  recommended  to  the  houfe,  to  refer  the  petition  and  account  of  James 
Newby,  prefented  to  the  houfe  this  feffion,  to  the  comraiffioners  for  ftating  and  fettling  tlie 
public  accounts  ;  and  that  they  do  report  their  opinion  thereon,  to  the  houfe. 

6.  That  it  be  recommended  to  the  houfe,  to  difagree  to  the  report  made  to  the  houfe  on 
the  15th  inftant,  from  the  committee  to  whom  the  petition  of  William  Burrowes,  depury- 
aiailhal,  and  keeper  of  the  county-gaol  of  IViiddlefe.x,  was  referred. 

Then  Mr.  Murray  acquainted  the  houfe,  that  the  committee  had  direiled  him  to  move 
the  houfe  for  leave  to  fit  again  :

That,  tlie  more  acurately  to  afcertain  the  probable  coft-  of  fuch  building,  they  have 
diretted  the  furveyor  of  public  works  to  prepare  a  ftatement  thereof,  which  is  alfo  annexed, 
whereby  it  appears  the  faid  gaol  will  coll:  at  leaft  12,300/. 

That  the  prefent  gaol  can  only  be  fubftantially  repaired,  if  at  all,  at  an  expence  equal  to 
a  new  building,  and  is  inadeqjate  in  extent  to  the  ufes  of  the  county:  And,  in  order  to 
Ihcvv  how  necelTary  it  is,  for  the  houfe  immediately  to  take  the  fubje£l  into  coniideration, 
the  commiffioners  have  thought  proper  to  make  this  fpecial  report  thereon,  rather  than  de- 
fer it  till  they  prefent  their  general  annual  report :

A  petition  of  Hyacinth  Richard  Daly,  efquire,  in  right  of  Mary  his  wife,  late  Mary 
Douelafs,  fpinfter,  and  a  refiduary  legatee  in  the  laft  will  and  tettament  of  David  Douglafs, 
la'c  of  the  parifli  of  St.  Catherine,  efquire,  cleceafed,  was  prefented  to  the  houfe,  and  read,

That  it  appears  to  the  committee,  that  doftor  Higgins  was  induced  to  viflt  this  ifland,  at 
the  prefling  inflance  of  refpcftable  charafters,  deeply  Interefted  and  very  zealous  in  its  wel- 
fare :  In  complying  with  their  wifhes.he  has  foregone,  for  a  time,  the  comforts  of  a  family, 
and  a  confiderable  ef^abliilmient  in  London  :  His  reputation  is  well  known  by  many  valu- 
able trafts.  publlfhed  by  him,  on  chemical  fuhjefts,  from  which  great  advantages  have  been 
derived  in  Great-Britain  and  Ireland,  and  the  perfonal  knowledge  which  fome  of  the  corfi- 
,2riittec  have  of  him,  leave  no  doubt  that  he  ought,  in  no  fhape,  to  be  regarded  as  a  needy 

^  ^  adventurer, 
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a'lventurer,  or  idle  proie£^or;  on  the  contrar_v,  the  committers  have  reafon  to  believe,  that 
the.  fppcific  fei  vices  propofcd  in  his  mem'^iial  would,  if  efFe£ied,  produce  folid  advantages  to 
this  iiland,  in  the  manufacture  of  the  principal  ftaplcs: 

That  the  committee,  having  been  perfonally  attended  by  doctor  Kiggins.  called  on  him 
to  Itate  the  nature  of  the  fervices  intr ndcd  by  his  vii^t  to  this  country,  which  he  did  accord- 
inplv,  prefacing  the  fame  with  a  narrative  of  the  circuniftances  which  led  him  to  conficer 
the  fubjefls  under  enqi  iry ;  and,  in  juftice  to  him,  give  it  as  their  opinion,  that  there  is 
reafon  to  hope  great  advantages  will  flow  from  his  undertaking,  in  the  refped^s  fpecified  in 
liis  memorial,  if  the  rcqiufitc  means  and  opportunities  ihall  be  afforded  him  for  making  fair 
experiments : 

Thst  ir  anrears  to  the  committee,  that,  from  the  nature  of  the  fervices  propofed  to  be 
rendered  by  doctor  Migcins,  he  could  denve  no  adequate  compenfation,  from  any  right  which 
might  be  referved  to  him  under  a  patent ;  with  tlie  further  obfervation,  that  this  mode  of 
rcrrinneratioii  would  be  equally  unacceptable  to  his  wifhes,  as  unfuitable  to  his  age,  and 
ftation  in  fcciety  : 

T);at  doi^'cr  Higgins  reqtiiiiiig  no  reward,  until  his  fervices  can  be  appreciated,  the  com- 
mittee arc  of  opinion,  he  ought  to  be  allured,  by  a  refolution  of  the  houfe,  that  this  or 
anv  future  afienibly  v>ill  remunerate  him,  in  proportion  to  die  fervices  he  may  render  the 
public  of  Jamaica : 

Tliat,  in  order  to  afcertain  the  extent  and  value  of  the  improvements  propofed  to  be 
rrade  in  our  f;apies,  the  committee  recommend  to  the  houfe,  to  appoint  committees  in  each 
countv,  to  attend  dotfior  Higgins  in  his  operations,  and  to  report  their  opinion  to  the  houfe, 
:  at  the  next  fefficns  of  aiicmbly. 

That,  as  the  committee  are  of  opinion,  the  public  will  derive  great  advantages  from  the 
knowledge  and  abilities  of  do£lor  Higgins,  in  otlier  refpefls  than  thofe  ftated  in  his  memo- 
rial, thev  tliink  him  highly  defervihg  the  patronage  and  encouragement  of  the  houfe;  and, 
as  the  fmalleft  recompenfe  for  the  faciifices  he  has  made,  the  rifks  he  has  run,  the  trouble 
and  expence  he  has  been  at,  in  coming  to  this  ifland,  and  for  his  fupport  during  the  period 
he  is  fervii-,g  the  public,  they  recommend  to  the  Iioufe  to  direft  the  receiver-general  to  p.y 
to  doflor  Higcins,  quarteily,  500/.  currency,  to  commence  from  his  arrival  htre,  to  be 
continued  until  the  meeting  of  the  next  fellion  of  allembly.

the  time  of  application  for  payment, .a  good  aiid  fufiicient  title  for  the  faid  flave,  unto  our 
fovereign  lord  the  king,  his  heirs  and  fuccelFors,  for  the  ufe  of  tiie  government  of  this  ifland.; 
aiid  that  the  faid  James  Brady  lliould  alfo  be  paid  the  fura  of  34/.  131.  4^'.  being  for  the 
liire  of  two  other  of  his  negroes,  enlifted  in  the  faid  black  corps,  and  lince  returned  to  him; 

That  tliey  had  alfo  examined  feveral  other  accounts  prefented  to  them,  for  the  valae  of  ne- 
^^roes  enlifted  in  the  black  corps,  and  retained  in  the  public  fervice,  and  are  of  opinion,  that 
the  feveral  perfons  vvhofe  names  are  after  mentioned,  proprietors  of  iuch  negroes,  fnould  be 
T>aid  the  feveral  fumsfet  oppofite  to  their  refpedtive  names,  with  interefttrom  the  refnective 
periods  after  fpeciticd,  unlefs  iuch  proprietors,  or  any  of  them,  lliould  think  proper  to  talJb 
back  his  or  their  llas^  or  Haves  ;  each  of  the  faid  proprietors,  upon  application  for  javraent, 
f.rft  delivering  to  the  receiver  gencral,a  good  and  fufficient  title  to  our  fovereign  lord  the  king, 
his  heirs  and  fuccefTors,  for  the  ufe  of  the  government  of  tliis  i:la!id,  for  tiie  flave  or  llavcs 
for  which  he  fliall  apj^ly  for  pa/ment ;  .-and  that  tlie  receiver-geiieral  be  direvled  no:  to  pay 
-any  of  the  faid  fums  of  money,  until  fuch  title  as  before  direded,  liiall  be  delivered  to  him :

That  they  had  alfo  examined  the  account  of  Henry  Shirley,  for  hire  of  three  f)f  his  nc- 
uroes,  alfo  eniifted  in  one  of  the  faid  black,  corps,  and  fince  returned  to  him,  and  are  of 
opinion,  he  ought  to  be  paid  the  fum  of  198/.  ids.  Zd.  in  full  of  the  faid -account : 

That  thev  had  alfo  examined  an  account  produced  to  them,  of  John  Eeaufin  Irving,  be- 
j-ing  for  the  value  of  a  negro  named  Garrick,  head  carpenter  on  Iron-Shore  eftate,  cnlifteJ 
■in  the  corps  of  black  ihot,  and  wounded  in  an  engagement  with  the  maro.ons,  dming  ti'.e 
late  rebellion,  being  thereby  rendered  entirely  ufelefs  to  his  owners,  and  are  of  opinion, 
that  the  proprietors  of  the  faid  eftate  fliould  be  paid  the  fum  of  20c/.  in  full  for  the  faid 
negro ;  and,  a>;  it  appears  to  the  committee,  that  the  condu(9:  of  the  fnid  negro  was 
bi«:hiv  meritorious,  they  recommend  to  the  houfc,  that  the  faid  negro  Ihoald  be  rewarded 
wirii  freedom,  and  an  annual  allowance  of  id.  for  his  fupport. 

A  petition  of  Auguftus  Hamilton  and  V/illiam  Allen,  of  the  parilh  of  St.  James,  cfquircs, 
'lieiatenants  in  the  militia  of  this  if^and,  and  having  the  command  of  the  dajk  infantry  com- 
pany of  the  faid  pariih,  during  the  late  maroon  rebellion  ;  ot  George  M'Lenan  aiid  Simon 
Fleming  Ecgg,  of  the  faid  parllh,  efquires,  the  former  a  lieutenant  and  the  latter  an  enfign 
in  the  faid  militia,  and  having  the  command  of  the  Montpelier  comp&ny -of  fuid  pa- 
rifn,  during  the  time  in  the  faid  pethion  fpecified  ;  and  of  Vv  iilbm  Vincent  Ruffeil  and 
Lewis  Williams,  of  the  parifli  of  W'eftmorland,  elquires,  the  former  a  captain  and  the  lat- 
ter a  lieutenant  in  the  faid  militia,  -and  having  the  command  of  a  party  of  volunteers,  and 
a  detachment  of  the  dark  infantry  company  of  the  faid  parifh  of  Wcftniorland,  during  the 
■faid  rebellion,  was  p relented  to  the  houfe,  and  read,  -fetting  forth. 
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"  That  the  petioners,  with  their  refpetlive  companies,  were  upon  duty  at  a  certain  poit

■planter,  deceafed,  now  in  the  polieffion  of  John  Hilton,  efquire,  the  acting  executor  in 
fhc  affairs  and  concerns  of  the  faid  eftate,  and  the  attorney  to  the  heirs  of  the  laid  Nicholas 
Tiought,  volunt.;riIy  came  and  joined  the  faid  forces  at  Po't-Auguftus,  and,  during  all  the 
time  before  mentioned,  condufled  and  behaved  himielf  with  the  utmoll:  fidelity  and  fpirit 
vipon  all  occafions,  ir.fomuch  as  to  attra£l  the  notice  of  the  petitioners  in  a  verv  fuperior 
derree,  who  huve,  on  that  account,  beconic  interefied  in  tlie  future  welfare  and  happinef-i 
of  tl^.e  faid  negro  flave,  and  arc  deurous  of  being  inllrumental  in  bringing  about  the  fame  . 

"  That,  in  addition  to  the  general  good  conduft  and  behaviour  of  the  faid  negro  Have. 
the  petitioners  beg  leave  to  reprefent  the  following  ferviccs  performed  by  tnc  faid  negro; 
■z^/z.  That  the  faid  negro  flave  being  well  acq  uainted  with  the  various  tracks  through  the 
woods  of  that  part  of  the  ifland,  from  his  long  relidence  on  the  plantations  of  his  late  mafter, 
called  Mocho  and  Catadupa,  he  was  frequently  fent  out  as  a  fpy  upon  the  afti";Ms  and 
movements  cf  the  faid  rebellious  maroons,  and  to  dilcover  their  haunts  and  receiles;  a  fer- 
vice  he  alwavs  performed  with  the  utniolt  alacritv,  difpatch,  prudence,  and  bravery  ;  a  id, 
particularly,  on  the  7th  November,  1795,  the  faid  negro  Have  was  or.ered  to  go  from 
Poft-Auc;i'-ftus  to  Mocho,  to  gain  intelligence  of  the  fituation  of  the  rebels,  when,  upoa 
his  return,  he  wa^  purfued  by  them,  and  a  gun  prefented  at  him,  waich  mi'.Ted  fire,  he  be- 
in"-  fo  near  as  to  hear  diliinftly  the  fnapping  of  the  flint:  That,  in  confequeiice  of  the  in- 
formation conveyed  by  him  thar  day,  the  petitioners,  the  faid  William  Vincent  RulTell  and 
Lewis  Williams,  proceeded  early  in  the  morning  of  the  next  day,  with  the  volunteers 
and  detachments  of  the  Wef^morland  dark  infantry,  accompanied  bv  the  faid  negro  man, 
in  fearch  of  the  rebels,  and,  after  a  fliort  march,  being  tiien  in  a  very  thick  part  of  the 
woods,  and  on  the  fide  of  a  ftcep  hill,  a  very  fevere  and  hcav  /  fire  was  comuicnced  upon 
tliem  bv  the  maroons  frona  their  places  of  concealment  above:  That,  from  the  advantageous 
lituation  of  the  maroons  over  the  faid  party,  and  from  the  ignorance  of  the  faid  Vviliiam 
Vincent  RuiTell  and  Lewis  Wiliiatns,  and  of  their  men,  of  that  part  of  the  country,  a  dread- 
ful llaun-hter,  if  not.  the  total  deuru£tion,  of  the  faid  party,  would  have  been  the  inevitable 
confequence,  but  for  the  knowledge  of  the  faid  negio  iiian,  of  a  track  leading  into  the  opca 
"■round  w  hich  thev  immecaately  took  to,  and  tliereby  extricated  themfelves  from  tlieir  dan- 
ger without  the  lofs  of  a  man  :  That,  notwithftanding  t!ie  favourable  pofition  fo  gained  by 
tlie  faid  party,  the  rebels  were  fo  much  encouraged  by  their  Jiumbers  and  Itrcngth,  and  fo 
confiJent  of  fuccefs,  upon  an  attack,  as  to  purfue  and  give  .battle,  which  Jafted  for  fcvera} 
hours,  during  which  the  faid  negro  man  was  prefent,  fighting  with  the  greatefl:  coolnefs  and 
coura'^e,  until  the  rebels  were  completely  driven  off  the  field :  'I'hat,  the  faid  negro  man, 
from  his  knowledge  of  the  interior  parts  of  the  country  thereabouts,  was  the  means  of  tho 
fafetv  of  the  faid  troops  upon  many  other  occafions : 

"  That  the  petitioner,  tlie  faid  Simon  Fleming  Begg,  hath,  on  behalf  of  himfclf  and  the 
other  petitionerG,  applied  to  the  faid  John  Hilton,  to  manumize  the  faid  negro  man,  upon  a 
full  and  \aluabb  confideiation  being,  paid  for  the  liimc,  but  the  faid  John  Hilton  hath  beea 
obliged  to  decline  the  fame,  from  a  want  of  fufhcicnt  power  and  autliority  in  lum  fo  to  do, 
•an'^^'iDcn  no  other  reafon  or  account  whatever  : 

"  That 
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"  Tbat  the  petitioiier?,  in  confitleration  of  the  many  faithful  fervices  performed  I)y  t!;e 
faid  negro  man,  within  tlieir  own  knowledge,  and  the  benefit  of  which  they  have  fo  fre- 
quently experienced,  during  their  excurfions  from  Poft-Auguftus  in  foarch  of  the  rebels, 
have  unanimoufly  agreed  to  prefer  this  petition  to  the  houJe,  on  the  behalf  of  the  faid  ne- 
gro man,  to  foiicit  the  aid  of  tlie  houfe  (in  whom  alone  the  power,  under  the  foregoing  al- 
ledged  circumftance,  is  velkd),  in  giving  the  merited  reward  for  fuc!i  fidelity  and  fervices: 

"  And  praving,  that  the  hoofe  will,  by  an  adl  for  the-purpofe,  give  freedom  to  the  faid  ne- 
f;ro  man  flave,  named  Cornwall,  or  bcftovv  on  him  fuch  other  reward  as  to  tiie  houfe  lhall 
feem  meet."

A  petition  of  the  iudices  and  vedry  of  the  parlfh  of  St.  Thomas  in  the  Ea^-,  on  behalf 
of  themfelves  and  others  tlie  iiilmbitants  of  the  faid  parilh,  was  prefentcd  to  the  houfe,  and 
read,  fetting  fortli, 

"  That  the  road  of  communication  leading  from  the  Bath  of  St.  Thomas  the  Apoflle,  to 
the  pariHi  of  Portland, -is  at  prefcnt  much  out  of  rep-air,  and  tlie  diotnient  allowed -by  the 
veftrv  for  keeping  the  fame  in  repair,  is  found  infufficient :

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•■  "  That  the  petitioners  conceive  it  will  be  much  for  the  advantac;e  of  tlic  public,  that  the 
faid  vrad  Ihould  he  kept  in  cood  order  and  made  more  commodi'^us,  as  well  as  for  the  eafc 
of  travellers,  who  come  from  tlie  parilh  of  Portland,  to  the  faid  Path  for  the  benefit  of 
their  health ;  as  alfo  for  conveying  exprefles  and  other  intelligence,  in  time  of  public  danger  :" 

And  praying  for  relief. 

A  petition  of  fundry  freeholders  and  inhabitants  of  thcparifh  of  Trclawny  wasprefented 
to  the  houfc,  and  read,  fetting  forth,

"  That  tl^.e  petitioners,  for  fome  years  paft,  have  been  employed  in  making  the  wind- 
ward part  of  the  great  back  road,  leading  from  Montego-Bay  through  the  interior  part  of 
tliP  rari'^'"  of  St.  James,  Trela.vny,  and  St.  Ann,  from  Voce's  gate,  on  tlie  road  from  Pe- 
dro's Vallev,  to  the  interfeflioii  of  the  prefent  St.  Ann's  road,  near  the  north  gate  of  Brown - 
riqg's  pcnn,  a  fafe  and  convenient  carriage  road,  but  which  they  have  not  been  able  to  ef- 
fcdt: 

"  That  the  u'^ilitv  of  the  faid  road  has  been  heretofore  rcprefented  to  the  houfe,  and  the 
jrrants  made  in  confequence  have  proved  infufficient,  from  the  extent  of  the  road,  and  the 
labour  necefTary  for  its  completion  :"

That  the  prefent  pay  of  fix  fhillings  and  eight  pence  is  inadequate  to  the  expence  of  liv- 
-ing  at  faid  fort,  the  local  fituation  of  the  fort  rendering  it  difficult  to  procure  wood,  without 
paying  one  guinea /f/  cord,  and  the  neceffaries  of  life  being  at  very  high  prices:

That  the  faid  boat  and  negroes  are  ufeful  for  the  boarding  of  veflels,  and  the  negroes  for 
airing  and  fhifting  fuch  gunpowder  as  may  from  time  to  time  be  lodged  at  faid  fort,  befides 
-the  advantages  to  the  captain  in  fupplying  him  with  wood,  water,  filh,  and  other  articles, 
when  required  from  a  diftance : 

That  tiie  four  black  Ihot  which  he  received  from  Montego-Bav,  confidered  themfelves  ae 
•foldiers  and  not  as  pioneers  for  common  work,  and  are  reprefented  to  your  mcmorialift  as

That  thev  had  alfo  examined  the  account  of  Robert  Thonifon,  fent  down  to  the  houfe 
in  the  fame  melfage,  for  water  fupplied  the  3d  regiment  of  the  Irilh  brigade,  and  are  of 
opinion,  that  the  amount  thereof,  being  3/.  fhould  be  paid :

Mr.  Stewart,  from  the  comtnittce  to  whom  his  honour  the  lieutenant-governor's  meflage 
of  the  9th  November  laft,  and  the  feveral  papers  refpeaing  the  maroons  now  at  Halifax, 
from  No.  1  to  No.  5,  therewith  fent,  were  referred,  reported, 

That,  in  confequence  of  the  refolutions  agreed  upon  hj  the  council  and  tlielate  afiem^ly, 
laid  before  his  honour  the  lieutenant-governor  on  the  29th  day  of  April  lafl,  and  of  the 
grant  of  25.000/.  to  carry  into  effect  the  faid  refolutions,  his  lordfhip  was  pleafed  to  grant  a 
commiffion  to  "U  iliiam  Dawes  Quarrell,  efquire  (a  copy  of  which  is  hereunto  annexed), 
appointing  him  commiflaiy-general,  and  was  alfo  pleafed  to  authorize  Mr.  Alexander  Ochter- 
lony  to  be  deputy  co  inianary,  for  the  purpofe  of  carrying  into  efFeft  the  benevolent  in- 
tentions of  the  legillature,  iii  favour  of  the  rebellious  Trelawny-Town  maroons; 

That  the  faid  niaroons  were  tranfported  from  this  ifland  in  his  majefty's  fhip  Dover,  and 
two  other  vei.els,  with  fufficient  provifion.  proper  clothing,  and  other  neccKaries,  for  t:icir 
comfort  and  i'upport  on  tlieii  paliage  to  Halifax,  in  Nova-icolia,  where  tiiey  arrived  on  the 
22d  July  laft: 


That  it  appears  from  the  feveral  letters  of  fir  John  Wentwortli,  lieutenant-goyemor  of 

that 
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'tliat  province,  and  of  Mr.  Qnarrell,  being  among  the  papers  referred  to  in,  and  fent  down  to 
tlie  houfe  with,  his  honour's  racfias^e  of  the  gth  November,  tliat  the  conduft  of  the  maroons 
during  their  pallage,  and  fince  their  arrival  at  HaHrax,had  been  fo  orderly  and  fubmiflive,  as 
to  induce  the  lieiitenant-goveriior  to  afford  them  protection,  until  his  majefiv's  picafure  could 
be  know  n  ;  ar.dthat,  in  the  mean  time,  arrangements  were  made  for  their  accommodation  and 
maintenance,  previous  to  the  \\  inter  fettino;  in,  as  particularly  mentioned  in  the  letter  before 
Cated  from  lir  John  Wentworth  to  lord  Balcarres  :  Ey  a  letter  of  the  12th  Auguft,  from 
Mr.  Ochterlony,  the  deputy  commifiary,  it  appears,  that  advices  had  been  received  from  his 
grace  the  duke  of  Portland,  fignitving  his  majeftv's  wifh,  that  every  thing  Ihould  be  done 
for  the  comfort  of  the  maroons  ;  which,  by  the  advice  andaffiftancc  of  lieutenant-governor 
•Wentworth,  was  efie£\ed,  in  the  purchafc  of  an  eflate,  near  the  town  of  Halifax,  on  which 
there  were  comfortable  buildings,  well  fuitcd  to  lodge  them  during  the  winter :  Aiid  it  fur- 
ther appears,  from  fir  John  Wentworth's  letter  ol  the  loth  Ofrober,  that  thefe  people  were 
pleafed  and  defirous  to  fettle  in  that  country  ;  that  a  licenfc  of  occupation  had  been  granted 
by  the  lieutenant-governor  for  fixteen  cr  feventeen  thoufand  acres  of  land  adjoining  die 
eftate  fo  piuchafed,  and  that  application  for  a  grant  of  the  fame  wo  : Id  be  made  to  his  ma- 
jefty,  for  the  exprefs  purpofe  of  fettling  the  maroons  in  a  proper  manner  i:i  tlic  colony  of 
Nova-Scotia  and,  with  this  view,  Mr.  Qriarrcll,  by  the  particular  recommendation  of  fir 
John  Wentworth,  ordered  from  London  various  articles  to  a  very  confiderable  amount  for 
their  fupport  and  accommodation,  as  appeal^  by  letters  from  them,  dated  the  13th  Auguft 
and  17th  September:  In  efrecling  the  feveral  purpofcs  before  mentioned,  the  credit  givea 
to  Mr.  Quarrell  by  the  receiver  general,  for  10,000/.  fie r ling,  in  part  of  the  grant  of  25,000/. 
currency  to  the  comniiffioners  of  public  accounts,  was  exhauftcd  ;  it  theteforc  became  ne-- 
■celTary  for  Kim  to  apply  for  a  furtlier  creait  of  5000/.  fierling,  to  enable  him  to  viftual  and 
fnpport  the  maroons  during  the  winder  feafon  ;  which  fum,  the  committee  are  of  opinion, 
fliould  be  immediately  afibrded  him :  It  further  appears,  that  an  additional  gran^  of  money 
from  the  houfe  will  be  requiied,  in  order  to  carry  into  full  effecl  the  feventh  refulution  of 
'the  joint  committee  of  conference,  as  reported  to  the  houfe  on  the  20th  April,  dating, 
that  the  maroons  fhould  be  maintained  at  the  public  expence  of  this  illand,  for  a  rea- 
fonable  time  after  their  arrival  at  the  place  of  deftination  :"  But  the  committee  beg  leave  to 
fubmir,  fiiat  a  period  Ihould  be  fixed  and  declared,  after  the  expiration  of  which,  this  coun- 
:try  foouid  be  no  longer  bound  to  fupocrt  thefe  people  in  their  fettlement  in  Nova-Scotia : 

That  the  maroons  having  been  fent  ofF  this'ifland  by  the  legiflr.ti^re,  in  confequence  of 
their  atrocious  and  rebellious  ccnduft,  the  humanity  of  this  country  will  be  fully  manifefted 
by  the  meafurcs  taken  for  their  prefent  fubfillence  and  comfort,  and  for  their  future  fupport, 
until  it  may  be  reafonably  expected  they  Ihould  maintain  themftlves,  by  their  labour  and 
-induftry,  in  cultivating  the  lands  provided  for  them,  or  by  other  employjnent  in  which 
they  may  gain  a  livelihood  : 

That  the -committee  are  therefore  of  opinion,  tbat  fuch  further  fupport  fl-.ould  be  limited 
to  tlie  22d  Jijly,  179B  :  That  the  maroons  Ihould  be  comfortably  fubfifted  by  this  country 
to  the  22d  July  next;  and  that,  for  the  year  then  next  enfuing,  tiie  fum  to  be  allowed  for 
the  fupport  of  each  m.an,  woman,  and  child,  fliould  not  exceed  ic/.  lierling  ;  the  committee 
being  fully  convinced,  from  the  tenor  of  fir  John  Wentworth's  letter  to  Mr.  Quarrell  and 
Mr.  Ochterlony,  of  the  13th  Auguft,  being  No.  3  of  the  papers  fent  down  to  the  houfe 
with  the  faid  mefiage  from  his  honour  the  lieutenant-governor,  that  thefe  people,  pofi^fs- 
ing  lands,  and  provided  with  implements  of  hufbandry,  and  feeds  for  planting,  and  enjoy- 
ing moreover  the  advantages  of  fifliing  and  fowling,  may  then  fupply  their  own  wants  widi 
the  greateft  facility :

*'  "^^^^iereas  the  maroons  of  Trelawny-Town  did,  in  the  month  of  Julv  lail,  break  out 
into  open  rebellion,  againft  the  laws  and  government  of  this  ifiar.d :  And  whereas,  for  the 
p'.irpofe  of  recalling  the  faid  maroons  to  their  due  obedience,  I  judged  it  necellarv,  on  the 
Sth  dav  of  Auiiufi:  laft,  to  ilTue  a  proclamation,  offering  his  majefty's  mercy  to  fuch  of 
them  as  fnould  furrender  themfclves  on  or  berore  a  certain  cay  in  the  faid  proclamation 
ipecined  ;  with  the  terms  contained  in  which  faid  proclamation  certain  of  the  faid  maroons 
did  compiv :  And  whereas  the  others  of  the  faid  maroons  have  fince  furrendered  thcmfelves, 
and  arc  all  now  nnder  confinement:  And  whereas  the  feveral  circumftances  relative  to  the 
rebellion,  and  to  the  furrendcr  of  the  faid  maroons,  were  bv  me  laid  be 'ore  the  honourable 
the  council  and  the  alTembly  of  this  ifland,  in  general,  afierably  convened,  for  tiieir  con- 
fideration  and  determination :  And  whereas  the  council  and  the  alfembly  did  tliereupou 
as:rce  to,  and  pafs,  certai!!  refolutions  refpefting  the  fame;  true  copies  of  which  faid  refolu- 
tions  are  hereto  annexcxl :  And  wlieteas,  by  the  poll-tax  law  pafied  on  the  ill  day  of  May 
laH:,  the  receiver-general  is  authorized  and  directed  to  pay,  to  the  order  of  the  commifiioners, 
appointed  by  law  for  ftatlng  and  fettling  the  public  accounts,  a  fum  or  fums  not  excecdiug 
25,000/.  in  order  to  carrv  into  effeft  the  faid  refolutions  of  the  council  and  tiie  a'.Iemblv  : 
And  whereas,  for  the  en'edlually  carrying  into  execution  the  faid  refolutions,  I  have  thought 
lit  and  proper  to  appoint  you,  the  faid  Wliliam  Dawes  Quarrell,  efquirc,  commiiTarv-ge- 
neral  for  the  .purpofes  thereiu  contained,  and  other  the  purpofes  herein  aftermentioned;

confinement  on  Ihip  board,  and  for  a  rc-afonable  time  alter  their  being  landed  in  any  otiicr 
country;  and  you  are  hereby  authorized,  empowered,  and  requii-ed,  to  caufe  to  be  landed, 
in  anv  part  or  parts  of  North-America,  due  permijTion  being. firfl  obtained,  all  and  every 
the  faid  maroons  as  were  by  the  aforefaid  refolutions  declared  ought  to  be  fent  off  th.e 
ifland ;  and,  upon  their  being  fo  landed,  to  provide,  by  purchafe,  fuch  quantity  or  quanti- 
ties of  land  as  may  be  adequate  for  their  habitations,  and  to  afford  them,  by  its  cultivation, 
tlic  means  of  fur^portiiig  thenn'elves  and  their  families ;  and,  to  enable  the  faid  maroons  to 
cultivate  the  lands  fo  to  be  purchafed  for  their  rcfidcnce,  ufe,  and  benefit,  you  arc  hereby  re- 
quired to  provide  and  procure  all  fuch  tools  and  implements  as  thall  or  may  be  neceilary  : 
And  whereas  certain  of  the  faid  maroons  who  were,  by  the  aforefaid  refolutions  of  the 
council  ar.d  t':c  affembly,  entitled  to  remain  in  tliis  iil.uid,  did,  by  their  humble  petition, 
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prav  my  permidion  to  be  fent  off  with  their  friends  and  relations,  who  were,  as  aforefaid, 
declared  ought  to  be  fent  off  the  ifland  ;  with  the  prayer  of  which  petition  I  have  judged  it 
expedient  to  complv  :  You  are,  therefore,  hereby  alfo  authorized,  empowered,  and  required, 
to  provide  and  procure  for  the  ufe  of  the  faid  inaroons,  and  their  famiHes,  fo  to  be  fent  off 
this  ifland,  in  virtue  of  their  petition,  and  my  comp4iance  therewith,  all  neceflary  clothing, 
vifiualling,  lands,  and  tools  and  implements,  in  the  fame  manner  as  you  are  herein  before 
autlioiized,  empowered,  and  required,  to  provide  and  procure  for  fiich  of  the  faid  maroons 
as  the  council  and  tlie  aflembly  were  of  opinion  ought  to  be  fent  off  as  aforefaid.

.-afcertain  how  far  tliis  country  was  engaged  to  iupport  tl:e  expence  refultliig  from  the  20tk' 
regiment  of  light  dragoons,  having  been  put  on  the  eftablifliment  for  Jamaica  : 

They  find,  that,  in  November,  1791,  the  late  earl  of  Effingham  was  requefted  to  tranfmit 
an  addrefs  to  the  king,  befeeching  that  his  rnajefty  would  be  pleafed  to  encreale  the  military- 
force  on  this  ftation,  in  fuch  manner  as  to  his  rnajefty  fhould  foera  meet  ;  in  particular  that 
Jiis  rnajefty  would  be  gracioufly  pleafed  to  order  a  regiment  of  light  dragoons,  augmented  to 
300  men,  for  the  internal  fervice  of  this  ifland,  and  to  augment  the  four  regiiiients  of  foot 
then  here,  from  400  to  700  men  each  ;  for  which  augmentation  of  the  infantry,  they  ftated, 
that  the  afiembly  had  already  pledged  themfelves  to  provide,  and  promifed  to  make  fuitable* 
preparation  and  provifipn  for  the  regiment  of  cavalry,  and  to  raife  fuch  fums  as  might  be 
■deemed  neceffiny  for  putting  the  barracks  in  the  feveral  parifhes,  and  fuch  buildings  as  might 
be  wanted  for  the  accorniriodation  of  the  horfe,  in  pioper  condition  for  their  reception  : 

That  the  committee  are  of  opinion,  that,  as  the  faith  of  the  countrv  was  only  pledged  to 
provide  for  a  number  of  men  not  exceeding  3000,  and  as  they  were  petitioning  for  a  greater 
number,  they  thought,  it  neceffary  to  pledge  themfelves  to  provide  for  the  fame  :  That  this 
w^stlie  fenfe  of  tlie  late  aftembly,  appears  clearly  from  tjije  fecond,  refoluticii' reported  by  the 
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cbainnan  of  a  coiTNT.Ittee  of  the  whole  houfc,  to  take  i;ito  connderation  his  excelleiicv's 
fpeecli  at  the  opening  of  tlie  feffion,  and  agreed  to  bv  tlie  houfe  on  tlie  i{l  of  Noveniber, 
1791 :  It  expiefHy  fays,  "  for  which  number  of  men  the  ufaal  iHand  fabliftence  will  be  pro- 
vided, and  fuitable  provifion  made  for  the  fubfifrence  of  t'.ie  horfe :" 

>• 

That  the  committee  find,  that,  on  the  f.rft:  day  of  the  fixth  feflion  of  the  laO:  aflenblv, 
the  ifl  May,  1792,  our  late  lieutenant-governor,' fir  Adam  Williamfon,  hid  be  ore  the 
houfe  a  letter  from  the  right  honourable  Mr.  Dundas,  one  of  the  principal  fccretaries  of 
ftate,  fignlfving  his  majeuy's  pleafure  with  refpect  tothe  required  augmentation  of  the  in- 
fantry, and  alfo  the  regiment  of  cavalry  ;  this  letter  is  dated  Whitehall,  7th  Tanuarv,  1792  ; 
Mr.  Secretary  Dundas  favs,  "  that,  upon  a  mere  attentive  perufal  of  the  terms  of  tlie  ad- 
drefs,  it  had  occurred  to  him,  that  pofnbiy  the  aflembly  only  meant  to  bear  that  proportion 
of  expence  which  this  country  was  accuftomed  to  bear  with  refpoft  to  his  njajcfty's  troop: 
then  ftationed  in  the  ifland :" 

That  the  committee  are  therefore  of  opinion,  tliat,  at  that  period  it  was  perfeftiv  urrdsr- 
ftood  by  his  majefty's  minifters,  how  far  the  good  faith  of  this  cou.ntrv  was  pledged  ;  and  that 
the  ifland  was  at  liberty  to  take  them  either  permanently  or  for  a  limited  period  : 

That  the  committee  find,  that,  in  the  faid  letter,  a  diftinflion  v.'as  made  between  internal 
and  external  defence,  and  conditions  were  annexed  previous  to  the  fending  the  reinforce- 
ment aJked  for,  which  juftly  gave  great  uneafinefs  to  the  late  aflemblv  ;  in  confequence  of 
which,  they  voted  a  meiTage  to  his  honour  the  lieutenant-governor,  declaring,  "  tliat  the 
conditions  demanded  bv  Mr.  Secretary  Dundas,  in  his  faid  letter,  were  inadmiiTjble  :"  Your 
committee  however  find,  that  the  late  afiembly,  continuiiig  to  evitertain  the  greatell:  apprc- 
J)enfions  from  the  dangerous  ftate  of  Hifpaniola,  and  being  moft  anxious  to  fee  the  military 
force  then  ftationcd  in  this  ifland  augmented,  and  being  informed  tiiat  a  regiment  of  cavalrv 
had  been  raifed,  and  had  in  part  arrived,  at  their  requeft,  for  fecuring  the  internal  fafetv  of 
the  ifiand  at  that  alarming  janfture,  they  refoTved  to  provide  for  the  whole  expence  of  it 
from  year  to  vcar,  during  the  period  it  might  be  necelTary  to  have  the  faid  regiment  flationed 
in  thi.>  ifiand,  although  they  confidered  tlie  terms  and  conditions  as  unprecedented,  and  an 
infringemeiu  on  our  inherent  and  conftitutional  lights,  and  different  from  the  terms  on 
wliich  the  1  equiliticn  for  the  faid  regiment  of  cavalry  was  made  : 

That  the  committee  find,  that,  during 'the  feventh  feffion  of  the  late  allcmbly,  en  the 
30th  0£Vober,  1792,  a  meflage  v.'as  fent  by  his  honour  major-general  Williamfon,  laving 
before  the  houfe,  the  copy  of  a  letter  from  the  fecretary  at  war,  by  order  of  his  majeily, 
dated  War-Ofiice,  4th  September,  1792,  faying,  "that,  for  the  more  convenient  arranjie- 
ment  of  the  accour.ts  of  the  20th  regim.ent  of  light  dragoons  with  Great-Britain  and  the 
illand  of  Jamaica  refpeftively,  his  majefty  had  been  pieafcd  to  order,  that  the  eftablilLment 
of  the  wljole  corps  fhould  be  confidered  as  commencing  from  the  25th  June,  1792,  and 
that  Great-Britain  was  entitled  to  receive  from  the  ifiand  of  Jamaica,  the  amount  of  the  efia- 
blifhmcnt  of  the  20th  dragoons;  niz.  13-556A  igs.  9^,  fterling :"  In  anfwer  to  this  mef- 
i'age,  the  late  aflcmbly  did,  on  the  20th  December  following,  fend  a  m.eliage  to  the  lieute- 
nant-governor, faving,  "  that  they  would  provide  the  faid  fum,  in  full  for  the  amount  of 
the  eftablilhment  of  the  20th  regiment  of  light  dragoons,  from  thd  25th  day  of  June,  1792, 
provided  the  number  of  men  and  horfes  was  kept  up  to  the  original  eilablillimciit:" 

That  the  committee,  purfuing  their  enquiries  further,  find,  that,  during  the  eiglith  fef- 
fon  of  the  late  afTem.blv,  on  the  i6tli  November,  1793,  a  mefiage  was  fent  from  his  honour 
.  fir  Adam  ^V  illiamfon,  to  lay  before  tlie  houfc  two  extrafts  of  letters  from  th?  fecretary  at 

war. 
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vrtr,  dated  7th  November,  1792,  and  9th  February,  1793,  relative  to  altering  tile  cilablini- 
nicnt  of  tbe  zcth,  or  Jamaica,  rcoiment  of  light  dragooiis:  In  the  letter  dated  7th  Novem- 
ber, fir  Georc;c  Yonge  declared,  "  that  the  fervice  would  benefit  greatly  by  encreafing  tlic 
number  of  officers,  but  he  agreed  u  itli  fir  Adam  Williamfon,  that  the  ifland  ihould  l5e  firll: 
confnltcd,  as  no  augmentation  of  troops  which  we  -are  to  pay  for,  could,  with  propriety,  be 
made  without  our  exprefs  concurrence :  The  late  alTcmbly  took  this  meifage  into  CMifidera- 
tion,  and  agreed,  on  the  3d  day  of  December  following,  that  if  his  honour  the  lisutenant- 
r;overnor  thought  proper  to  encrcafe  the  eftabliflimentof  tlie  20th  regiment  of  light  dragoons, 
by  an  addition  of  four  lieutenants,  that  tliey  would  jnake  good  the  expence  thereof: 

'That,  in  the  9th  feilion  of  the  late  aflfemblv.  on  the  19th  November,  1794,  fir  Adam 
Williamfon  feat  a  melTage.  to  lav  before  the  houfe  a  memorial  of  the  major  and  officers  of 
his  majefty's  20th,  or  Jamaica,  regiment  of  light  dragoons,  praying,  "  that  the  regiment 
might  be  put  on  fuch  an  eftablilhment  as  ihould  not  deprive  the  officers  of  the  chances  of 
promotion,  that  all  other  officers  in  his  majefty's  fervice  enjoy  In  confequence  of  which, 
on  tlie  loih  December  following,  the  houfe  fent  a  meflage  to  the  lieutenant-governor, 
informing  him,  that,  if  liis  majefty  v.oiild  gracioufly  be  pleafed  to  order  the  faid  regiment 
to  be  divided  into  llx  troops,  inftead  of  four,  the  houfe  wosld  provide  for  the  additional 
expence  thereof :  And,  bv  a  meflage  from  his  honour  the  prefent  lieutenant-governor, 
fent  to  the  houfe  on  the  19th  April  lall,  the  hoiffe  was  irtibrmed,  that  his  majelly  had 
been  cracioufly  pleafed  to  confent  to  the  augmentation  of  the  20tli  regiment  of  light 
dragoons,  conformalile  to  their  propofition :  On  the  20th  of  the  fame  month,  a  meliage 
was  received  from  his  honour  the  lieutenant-governor,  laying  before  the  houfe  feveral 
papers  refpeSing  t!ie  claims  of  the  Britiili  governfiicnt  upon  this  ifland,  on  account  of  the 
20th,  or  Jamaica,  liglit  dragoons  ;  which  meliage  having  been  referred  to  the  comir.ittse  of 
tlie  whole  houfe  on  the  ftate  of  the  illand,  they  recommended  to  the  houfe  to  fend  it  to  a 
fpecial  committee  :  On  the  28th  of  the  faid  month,  the  chairman  of  the  fpecial  committee 
reported,  that  they  were  of  opinion,  that  any  account  relating  to  the  eftablifliment  of  the 
20th  light  dragoons,  ought  not  to  become  an  objeft  of  confideration  for  the  houfe,  and 
ftated  at  length  their  reafons  for  fuch  an  opinion  ;  to  which  report  your  committee  beg  leave 
to  refer:  On  the  following  day,  a  meiTage  was  fent  to  his  honour  the  lieutenant-governof, 
acquainting  him,  that,  after  the  experience  of  four  years,  it  had  been  found  that  regular  ca- 
valry were  not  calculated  for  the  defence  of  the  ifland,  in  any  proportion  adequate  to  tl>e 
expence  incurred  in  defraying  their  eftablillmient ;  which  expence,  from  the  very  heavy 
preflure  of  the  public  debt,  occafioned  by  the  maroon  rebellion,  this  ifiand  was  unable  to 
continue ;  and  requefting  that  his  honour  would  be  pleafed  to  notify  to  his  majelH's  fecre- 
tarv  of  ftate  for  the  colonies,  that  the  houfe  could  not  provide  for  the  20th  regiment  of  light 
diiigoons,  longer  than  until  the  25th  of  June,  1797:  On  the  30th  of  the  faid  month  of  ■ 
April,  another  meiliige  was  fent  to  his  honour  the  lieutenant-governor,  acquainting  him, 
that,  if  his  lordlhip  thought  proper  to  difmount  the  20th  regiment  of  light  dragoons,  the 
houfe  would  direft  the  receiver-general  to  difpofe  of  the  horfes  belonging  to  the  fiid  re-  " 
giment: 

That,  from  the  above  fat;mcnt  of  fa£ls,  taken  from  the  miniites  of  the  late  aliembly,  it 
appears  clearlv,  that  the  late  aiTcmbiy  have  only  pledged  the  honour  and  good  faith  of  this 
ifiand,  to  provide  for  tlie  whole  expence  of  the  20th  regiment  of  light  dragoons,  from  year  ' 
to  year,  during  tlie  period  that  it  might  be  neceflary  to  have  the  faid  regiment  ftationed  in 
this  illand,  and  no  further: 

That  it  alfo  appears,  that  the  late  afTembly  was  induced  to  provide  for  the  f?.id  regiin:3nt, 
on  terms  •  and  conditions  v.  hich  they  conlidercd  as  unprecedented,  and  an  infringement  on 

their 
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their  ialierent  and  confiitudonal  rights,  from  ciilrefs  a;?d  unavpiJable  necefTity  ;  and  tlia', 
t!i£y  l:ave  faithfuUv  perf<iriiied  the  engagement  they  had  entered  into;  but  whether  t'.ie  pre- 
ient  a(icmblv  will  he  of  the  fame  opinion  with  the  laft, "  that,  after  the  experience  of  four 
vears,  it  Irnd  been  found,  th^t  regular  cayalry  are  not  calculated  for  the  c!efe^ce  of  the  ifland, 
inaav  proportipn  adequate  to  the  expence  tliereof,"  mull  be  left  to  the  determination  of 
tlie.houfe : 

That  the  comnuttec  conceive,  tliat  regular  cavalry  would  be  of  infinite  ufe  in  cafe  of  an 
invaiion ;  they  therefore  beg  leave  to  deliver  it  as  their  opinion,  that,  during  tb.e  prefent 
war,  a  provifion  ought  to  be  made  as  ufual,  from  year  to  year,  for  tlie  eftabliihment  of  the 
2DtIi  regimeiu  of;  light  dragoons,  that  thcfervices  of  the  fa\d  regiment  may  be  fecured,  to 
contribute  to  the  fqtfety  of  this  imppttant  colony  : 

That  the  committee  liave  further  to  obf^rve,  that  they  do  not  underftand  what  his  grace 
tlie^cuke  of  Portland  means  by  permanent  ellablifhment  -,  a  corps  of  regulars  can  only  be. 
provided  for  from  vear  to  year,  according  as  the  neceiuty  of  the  times  may  rec^uice,  and  the 
ai^mblv  of  Jam!)ic3  would  forget- their  duty  to  thei^  coniiituents,  if  it  was  to  bind  itlelf  for 
ever  to  provide  tor  any  pa^t  of  a  ftanding  armj : 

That  the,  committee  arc  alfo  of  opinion,  that  the  late  afiembly  did  not  rn?aii  to  fbew  any., 
mark  of  indifference  ov  oifregard  towards  this  corps;  on  the  contrary,  on  the.  12th  Decem- 
ber, 1794,  the.'  f;nt  a.meiuge  to  f^  Adam  \Villiamfon,to  a  Jure  his  honour,  tliat  the  houfc. 
entertained  a, high  i'eni'e  of  tlic  great  attention  of  lieutenant- colonel  Sanford,  and,  in  liisab-, 
fence,  of  n^ajor  Incledon,  captain  Anfon,  and  the  reft  of  the  oiticeis  of  his  majcfty's  20th 
regiment  of  li?ht  dragoons,  to  the  difcipline  and  health  of  the  men  ;  and  requdled   is  lio- 
nour  to  communicate  the  fcntiments  of  thehoufe  to  thofe  gentlemen  in  the  mqft  acceptable 
manner:  And,  on  the  22d  April  lall,  the  brave  officers  and  privates  of  this  regiment,  as  well 
a5.the  reft  of  the  army  and  militia,  received  the  tl.anks  of  the  late  ailembly,  for  their  gal- 
lant fcrvices  to,tlie  illandduring  the  late  rebelliot^  of  the  Trelawny  Town.marppns. 

And  a  luolion  being  made,  that  tlie  houfc  do  agree  to  the  report; 

A  debate  thereon  arifrng  ;  and  tlic  queftion  being  put, 

It  was  rcfolvcdin  the  affirmative  : 

Refolved,  That  a  mcHftge  bq  fcnt  to  liis  honour -the  lleutenant-goYcrnor,  witli  a  copy  of 
the  above  report. 

Mr.  Henckell,  from  the  committee,  to  whom  the  petition  of  Hvacintli  Pvichard  Daly, 
efljuire,  in  right  of  Mary  his  wife,  late  Mary  Douglafs,  fpinftcr,  ajid  a  refiduary  legatee 
■in  the  laft  will  and  teftamcnt  of  David  Douglafs,  late  of  the  parilh  of  St.  Catherine,  ef^uirc, 
deccafcd,  was  referred,  leported, 

That  th.ev  had  attentively  pcrufed  fcvcral  papers  relative  to  tlic  allegations  contained  ifx 
the  faid  petition,  which  had  been  broughp  before  them,  and  are  of  opinion,  that  no  riglit  is 
veftcd  in  the  petitioner  of  ihp  Utc  theatre  in  Sgani!h-Town,  and  tliat  tlie  furviving  pro- 
prietors of  tl.e  faid  theatie,  now  reiident  in  the  illand,  are  the  honourable  John  Rodon, 
the  honourable  James  Jones,  Thomas  ^iil^.vard,  and  John  Stone,  efquircs,  who  alone  arc 
entitled  to  apply  to  the  hpufe  tor  rent,  or  remuneration  from  tlie  public,  f  ;r  the  occupancy 
of  the  faid  tlieatrc  by  the  iQgi^ixnt  of  light  dragoons,  or  by  other  detachment^  of  the  army ; 
■and  that  the  committee  theieibre  recommend  to  tlie  houfc  to  deny  the  pia)  er  of  the  petition. 

Refolved, 
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Rcfolvcu,  That  the  houfe  do  agree  to  the  report. 
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Mr.  Fitch,  from  the  committee,  appointed  to  examine  and  ftate  the  feveral  accounts  of 
the  commitlaries,  ac;ents,  contraftors,  quartermailers,  and  all  other  perfons  who  iiave  dc- 
Tnands  on  the  public,  in  confequence  ot  the  late  martial  law,  reported, 

That  the  committee  had  examined  the  accounts  annexed  to  the  petition  of  Samuel  Hil- 
ton, beins;  for  the  maintenance  of  the  St.  James's  troop  of  liorfe,  and  for  dinner  furnillied 
a  party  of  the  17th  regiment  of  light  dragoons,  and  are  of  opinion,  tliat  he  fhould  be 
paid  the  fum  of  56/.  los.  in  full  of  the  faid  account : 

That  they  had  alfo  examined  all  fuch  other  accounts  as  had  been  prefented  to  tliem,  pre- 
vious to  the  time  limited  by  the  houfe  for  receiving  private  bafmefs  this  feffion,  and  are  of 
opinion,  that  the  feveral  perfons  and  properties  after  mentioned,  (hould  be  paid  the  feveral 
funis  of  money  fet  oppofite  to  their  refpeftive  names  ;

Ordered,  That  Mr.  Henry,  Mr.  Fullerton,  and  Mr.  Grant,  be  a  committee  for  that 
purpofe. 

Ordered,  That  it  be  an  inflruftion  to  the  committee  of  the  whole  houfe,  to  whom  the

I  beg  leave  to  reprefent  to  your  lordfhip,  on  behalf  of  James  Pinnock,  efq  :ire,  now  in 
England,  proprietor  of  Olci  and  Now  Pera  crtates,  near  Port-\iorant,  on  part  of  the  land 
of  which  Fcrt-Lindfay  is  fituated,  that,  in  the  v,-c,r  witli  France,  which  commenced  in  1756, 
the  coafts  of  that  part  of  the  ifland  were  conftaiitly  inf'Mled  by  the  privateer?  of  the  encm«.-, 
and  many  depredations  were  made  on  feveral  eftates  in  the  ncio;(ibouraoo  j  jf  Port  Moraat, 
which  at  that  time  was  totally  defcncelels.  In  1757.  a  battery  was  eredteJ  on  the  fpot  on 
which  Fort-Lindiav  now  ftands,  and  barracks  were  built  to  accommodate  about  brty  men 
with  officers;  paitly  at  the  cxpence  of  the  pari;h  of  St.  i  homas  in  th.e  Eaft,  a;id  partly  h\' 
fubfcription.    The  artillery  and  ammuniuca  having  been  fuppli^id  by  tlie  pviblic,  the  t'  ea 

proprietor 
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■  proprietor,  Mr.  ThomasPinnock,  was  a  confiderable  fubfcriber,  and  readily  confeuted  that  the 
fort  fhould  be  built  on  his  land ;  but  it  does  not  appear,  that  he  made  any  grant  or  conveyance 
of  tlie  land,  either  to  the  parifli,  or  to  the  public,  and  lie  died  in  1 758,  leaving  bisellatetotruf- 
tecs,  in  ftrift  fettlement,  without  any  power  of  alieiiation,  and  no  conveyance  thereof  has  fiace 
been  made  by  his  fuccelTor.  After  the  conclufion  of  that  war,  the  fort  was  abandoned,  and 
the  buildings  were  permitted  to  fall  into  ruins.  In  1768,  Mr.  James  Pinnock,  the  prefent 
proprietor,  built  on  the  precife  fpot  on  \yh.icli  the  barracks  ftood,  a  dwelling-houfe  and  offices 

-  for  his  own  lefidence,  which  has  been  occupied  by  himfelf,  or  his  attoriiies,  ever  fince. 
Fort-Lindfav  being  put  on  the  ifland  eflablifhment,  and  public  fervice  rendering  it  necef- 
fary  tliat  a  new  battery,  with  a  magazine  and  barracks  fjfficient  to  contain  the  number  of 
trooDS  to  be  fent  there,  fhould  be  fortliwith  built,  I  have  to  requeft  your  lord;hip  will  give 
direftions  to  the  ifland  engineer,  to  furvey  the  premifes,  and  to  lay  out  a  fufficient  quantity 
of  the  land  beft  calculated  for  the  fervice,  feparatelv  from  Mr.  Pinnock's  dvvelling-houfe 
and  offices;  which  I  am  convinced  he  can  do,  without  fubiefting  that  gentleman  to  the 
great  inconvenience  that  muft  refult,  were  he  to  be  deprived  of  the  only  refidence  he  has  in 
that  part  of  the  country.

That  the  commiffioners  having  taken  into  confideration,  and  examined,  tlie  accounts  of 
the  feveral  regimental  hofpitals  laid  before  their  board,  in  order  to  report  to  the  houfe  tlie 
refult  of  tlieir  enquiries,  with  their  opinion  as  to  the  moft  eligible  mode  of  providing  for 
the  accommodation  of  the  ficlc,  tlilnk  it  neceffary  to  ftate  that,  previous  to  the  feffion  of 
1793,  ^  ^""^  200/.  was  annually  granted  for  each  of  the  regiments  quartered  in  thi* 
ifland,  for  the  ufe  of  the  regimental  hofpitals,  under  the  dire£tion  of  the  furgeon  of  the 
forces,  who  ufually  provided  wine  and  fome  other  neceJaries  out  of  that  fum  ;  but  the  in- 
creafed  expcnces  confcquent  to  the  war,  and  the  extraordinary  ficknefs  of  the  troops  about 
that  period,  induced  the  houfe  to  make  a  more  liberal  provifion  for  their  comfort  and  ac- 
commodation, and  a  claufe  was  inferted  in  one  of  the  money-bills,  paffed  in  the  feffion  of 
1793,  direfting  the  commiffioners  of  public  accounts  to  contra£t  with  Alexander  Donald 
fon,  efquire,  for  fupplying  the  fick  of  the  army  with  a  fuitable  diet,  and  neceilaries  adapted 
to  their  fituation,  at  a  price  not  exceeding  2s.  j^rl.  per  ration,  each  day. 

That  the  commiffioners  find  that,  on  the  2d 'of  December,  1794,  tliey  ftated  in  their 
report  to  the  houfe,  the  reafons  why  that  contraft  could  not  be  carried  into  execution,  and 
the  confequent  ncceffity  they  lay  under  of  adopting  arrangements  for  the  relief  of  t!ie  lick, 
as  nearly  correfponding  with  the  intentions  of  the  houfe  as  in  their  power:  The  fame  al- 
lowance was  granted,  after  deduf^ing  the  value  of  the  health  ration,  and  the  form  of  the 
hofpital  accounts  was  agreed  upon  and  kept,  under  direclion  of  the  board,  with  tlie  utmoft 
regularity  ;  but,  from  the  neceffity  of  converting  the  health  rations  into  money,  it  was 
found  tliat  great  lofs  enfued,  and  abufes  gradually  crept  in,  which  appeared  to  cxift  in  fo 
great  a  degree,  upon  the  arrival  of  fome  new  regiments,  that  the  numerous  fick  lilt  feemed 
to  derive  but  little  benefit  from  the  liberal  provifion  made  for  their  accommodation,  aijd  it 
\vas  found  impoffible  to  obtain  reg'olar  account?  of  their  expences :  The  commiffioners  took 
the  opportunitv,  afforded  them  bv  the  termination  of  the  contradl  for  fubfifiing  the  armv,  to 
prevent  the  further  iffue  of  healtii  rations  to  the  fick,  and  ordered  that  a  fom,  equal  to  the 
contraft  price  of  the  ration  in  1793,  fhould  be  added  in  money  to  the  hofpilal  allowance, 
in  lieu  thereof,  fo  tliat  the  totalium  paid  amounts  to  i^s.^.  per  week,  and  ioj.  per  week 
for  fick  women : 

That  the  commiffioners  obferve,  that  although  this  arrangement  does  certainly  produce 
a  faving  to  the  countrv,  and  an  advantage  to  the  hofpitals,  the  expence  is,  however,  enor- 
mous; infomuch,  that,  from  the  number  of  men  appearing  on  the  fck  lifts,  fome  of  the 
monthlv  flatements  liave  frequently  arifen  to  upwards  of  2Q0/.  for  one  regiment:  Upon 
the  whole,  the  commiffioners  being  of  opinion,  that  the  monthly  flatements,  prefented  ux 
due  form,  ought  to  be  paid,  they  have  direfted  the  fame  accordingly  ;  but  they  moft  earnd'tlf 
recommend  to  the  houfe,  the  propriety  of  recurring  to  the  ancient  praftice  of  leaving  to 
the  care  of  the  refpeftive  commanding  officers,  and  the  arrenticn  of  the  fcrgeon  of  the 
forces,  the  whole  of  the  hofpital  bufinefs ;  and,  inflea:;  of  allowing  a  certain  fum  for  each 
regiment,  be  it  ftrong  or  weak,  it  feems  more  advifable  to  allow,  in  addition  to  the  regi- 
mental hofpital  funds,  the  fum  of  6s.  Sd.  for  each  man  llated  in  the  refpe£tive  quarterly  re- 
turns, that  are  laid  before  thq  commander  in  chief,  belidcs  the  rations  fupplied  by  the  con- 
ira£\or.

That,  at  a  critical  period  of  the  campaign,  the  honourable  iijajor-general  Walpole  or- 
dered the  provifions  at  your  petitioners  fettlement,  called  Lebanon,  on  the  Elderfley  road, 
to  be  deftroyed,  to  prevent  the  rebels  availing  themfelves  thereof,  whereby  your  petitioners 
were  obliged  to  withdraw  their  people,  and  give  up  that  fettlement,  where  they  have  two 
thoufand  acres  of  land : 

That,  early  in  the  war,  vonr  petitioners  were  alfo  obliged  to  withdraw  their  people  from 
their  pen,  called  Summer-Hill,  contiguous  to  tne  maroon-lands ;  and  alfo,  for  a  conhderable
